Tbs following Information, obtained from a prominent 
and very reliable 8wlas source, has been transmitted by the 
088 representative In Berni 

The German Internal situation Is even more orltlcal 
than It Is generally believed. Himmler, however, still Is 
hoping to find a remedy along the following lines. 

Rlbbentrop will probably be replaoed shortly. Arthur 
Beyss-InqKirt, Relchacoamlasloner for Holland; Dr. Hermann Neu- 
baoher, former Relchs Plenipotentiary for the Balkans, and Mar¬ 
shal Albert Kessalrlng, are among those under consideration to 
succeed Rlbbentrop. (Kesselrlng Is recovering from the Injury 
he received recently In Italy.) Once a successor has been ap¬ 
pointed, an effort will be made to contact the Western powers. 
If this falls, Himmler plans to make a series of disclosures 
of purported Anglo-American peace feelers to Germany. His aim 
would be to try to break up the Anglo-American alliance with 
the 08SR. Ulrich Hassell and Karl Goerdeler were not executed 
following the 20 July putsch , and are being kept alive to be 
used In these diplomatic maneuvers, ffhe 088 representative 
early In November was informed by another source, one close to 
the 88, that "Goerdeler was not executed and apparently is 
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b.laj kept lllw on Bteltr'i orders to b« used In an emergency 
for liaison with the Anglo-Americans 

Blmler expects a revolt of soee sort to break out In 
the Ukraine, and In order to encourage It Is preparing an expe¬ 
dition under Oeneral Vlasaor to go Into the Carpathians. 

Hitler is no* living In underground quarters at the 


fliiSHalanUH In Berlin. HI a health is somewhat improved. Be 
has seen sons foreign diplomats but he can only talk to visit¬ 
ors for very short periods. Himmler proposes to keep hla In 
the upper background as a sort of von Hlndenburg. Hitler *111 
probably not have sufficient physical strength to exerolse di¬ 


rect control of affairs. 

Conduct of allltary affairs is being left to Ouderlan 
and Rundstedt. Political and diplomatic moves, however, are 
concentrated In Himmler's hands. Obergruppenfuehrer Gottlieb 


Berger, under Hlmnler, is giving particular attention to Oerman 
diplomatic and political policy. 

Som9 honorific but Innocuous post will be found for 
Goerlng, who has lost Influence and would like to leave the 
country. Goerlng has not, however, made any direct overtures 
to Switzerland.

/Pjflch qgssel.4 is a professional diplomat who married 
the daughter of the well-known Admiral von Tlrplt*. Be served 
as ambassador to Rom between 1932-38. In 1938 he wrote a book

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I believe you will be interested in the following 
report which v/e heve just received from our representative, 
Mr. Bernard Yarrow, concerning a conversation between 


King Peter of Yugoslavia and King George of England: 

"King Peter was received by King George of England, 
Buckingham Palace on his birthday, December 14th. Spent 
whole hour with him. King George had in his possession 
Tito-Subasio agreement, and was familiar with its contents. 


"King Peter was told by King George that he himself 
v/ill have to make his own decision, and that the King would 
not under the circumstances express his opinion on such 
a matter. King George, however, added that Peter must be 
conscious of his responsibilities, and that nobody can 
compel him to sign the agreement if he does not wish to. 
King George further said that Peter's idee of seeing Tito 
personally was not a bad one, end that he, King George, 
knew that such a meeting betv/een them was at one time 
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contemplated but later abandoned because of various obstacles. 
Kins Peter begged King George to intercede on his behalf 
with Churchill. King George assured hin that he will do 
all he possibly can within his limitations to ask Churchill 
to take a firm stand on his natter, and that he vail speak 
to Churchill within the next few days. King George further 
added that Churchill himself has not reached a decision yet 
on this matter and that Churchill is in the habit of making 
a thorough study and taking ail the necessary time before 
acting on any State natter, and that this is one of his many 
assets. 

"On the afternoon of December 15, King Peter received 
word from Churchill that the meeting originally scheduled 
between Churchill, Subasic and King Peter for Jriday, 

.December 15th, is being postponed to Konday, December l3th."

"Subasic lunching with Eden December l8th. Herewith 
authentic text of questionnaire submitted by Sargent (Sir 
Orme Sargent) to Subasic and the answers given by Subasic. 

The answers were submitted December 14th. 

'The text of the questionnaire is as follows: 

1. It is stated in the draft agreement between prime 
minister of the Royal Yugoslav Tovernment and Marshal Tito 
that in the absence of '{is Majesty, King Peter, the royal 
Power will be exercised by e regency, end that the latter 
will be appointed by a constitutional ect of Kin? Peter in 
agreement with Marshal Tito and Doctor Subasic. What will 
be the powers of the regency? Will the regency have all 
the powers of the king as set forth in the Yugoslav con¬ 
stitution, including that of dismissing or modifying the 
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government? If not, who will determine the powers of the 
regents? 

. 2. Will the regency consult the King or will they have 
a blank cheque to act in the King's name? 

3- *'hat will be the method of electing the constituent 
assembly? 

4- When will the constituent assembly be elected? 

5. According to the last paragraph of the agreement 

between Doctor Subasic and marshal Tito, •The new government 
will publish a declaration containing the basic principles 
of democratic liberty and guarantee for their realization. 
Personal freedom, freedom from fear, freedom of religion and . 
conscience, freedom of speech, the press, meetings and asso¬ 
ciations, will be especially emphasized and guaranteed; and 
in the same way the right of property and private initiative.* 
lias a draft of this proposed declaration been prepared?. Will 
all the Yugoslav political parties be allowed to function 
freely? Will former leaders of the Serbian, Croat and 
Slovene political parties now in thi3 country end the United 
States be enabled to take part in political life in Yugo¬ 
slavia if they so desire? 
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6. How will the questions of (a) deaeration and 
(b) Aiture form of the state be put to the electors? Will 
they be in the form of a draft constitution to which amend¬ 
ments can be put forward by the political parties? 

(. Will the proposed agreement be signed simultaneously 
by Doctor Subasic and marshal Tito or will there be uni¬ 
lateral statements by both parties in addition to the 
appointment by King Peter of the royal regency? 

8. By vhom will the posts in the proposed United 
Yugoslav Government be filled? What posts will be held by 
members of the Royal Yu-oslav Government in London? 

9- Is the United Yugoslav Government to have full 
executive and administrative power until the proposed con¬ 
stituent assembly is elected? 

10. .fas it been finally decided who are to be the 3 
regents? 

11. No mention is made in the draft agreement betv/een 
Doctor Subasic and marshal Tito of the future of the National 
Army of Liberation. Is it to be transformed into the Regular 
Arcy of the Yugoslav State? Is a police force to be formed 
from it? Apart from the guarantees contained in the last

paragraph of the draft agreement between Doctor Subasic and 
Marshal Tito, have any arrangements been contemplated to 
ensure that there is no question of the use of physical force 
by the National Arny of Liberation ill influencing the electors? 

12. Is Doctor Subasic satisfied that the 3 regents will 
be in a position to exercise any effective power, more es- , 
pecially if all 3 are elderly nen? 

13- A United Yugoslav Government with 24 or 28 ministers 
is rather numerous, and is Doctor Subasic satisfied that in 
this government the comparatively few members of the Royal 
Yugoslav Government will be able to make their influence felt? 

U* Under the terms of the draft agreement between Doctor 
Sybasic and Marshal Tito the 3 regents are to take the oath 
to the King whereas the United Yugoslav Government only takes 
the oath to the oeonle. Is Doctor Subasic satisfied that the 
Kind's constitutional position is adequately covered by this 
arrangement? 

"Subasic subnitted his 14answers with the following 
letter: 

'December 14, 1544. Referring to our conversation last 

night, I have much pleasure in enclosing herewith the answers 

to the questionnaire I received from you.

'The following are the answers to the questionnaire: 

Ad 1. In the event of the agreenent of Nov. 1st being 
accepted the royal cower is to be transferred to the Regency 
Council for the period of the King's absence from the country 
until the people decide upon the fori of the state through 
the constituent assembly. The present constitution crovides 
for the possibility of a regency and states its rights and 
duties. As a rule, the regency has the same rights vhich are 
normally enjoyed by the King. If further developments in 
Jugoslavia should require amendments to the constitution, they 
will be carried constitutionally on the basis of the present 
constitution. The lav; concerning the nomination of the regents 
will be an instance of this procedure. 

Ad 2. Phe regency has the ri^ht to consult the Kinc, 
and vice versa, as foreseen and guaranteed in point (2) of 
the amendnent rc-ardin" *the nroperty of H.:.. the Kin." and 
the Recency Council*. 

Ac 3- An answer to this question has been given in the 
amendment about the ’elections to the constituent assembly*.

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Ad 4« la quod aa 3- 

Ad 5- fhe draft declaration of the new government 
could not very conveniently be prepared before that govern¬ 
ment was even formed. The only thing the agreement between 
marshal Pito and myself could do was to give guarantees that 
the declaration of the government will be based on the 
principles of democracy and that these principles will be 
observed by the government. As to the right to elect and 
be elected, it is contained in point (l) of the amendment 
regarding ’elections to the constituent assembly*. It is 
clear from this amendment, that former political leaders 
will be able to take part in political life. 

Ad o. An answer to this question appears in the amend¬ 
ment concerning the ’elections to the constituent assembly*. 
I.aturally, every party will enter the electoral ctcpaign 
with its own programme. 

Ad 7- fhe agreement will come into force immediately 
after its acceptance by the King. 

Ad 3. An answer to this question has been given in the 
amendment relating to »the formation of the government*. 
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Ad 9- An answer to this question figures in the 
amendment relating to 'the formation of the government'. 

Ad 10. Yes, it has been finally decided. 

Ad 11. Hie National Liberation Arqy will, immediately 
after the forming of the government, be declared to be the 
Regular Army. Oitside this arny, there will be no military 
formations. The police and the rest of the administration 
will be organized by the government in conformity with the 
amendment concerning the organization of public powers. Hie 
.guarantees given in respect to the elections to the consti¬ 
tuent assembly exclude any possibility whatsoever of inter¬ 
ference with the elections by physical force. 

Ad 12. All the regents are between 60 and 70 years of 
age. From the points of view of culture, education and 
Political career, it would heve been difficult to make a 
more Promising choice. 

Ad 13. The present situation in Tu-oslavie requires a 
government ready to consecrate all their efforts to the in¬ 
terests of the peoples and the state. It is difficult to 
speak about the influence of individuals, and far more im¬ 
portant to bear in mind their capacities and the confidence 
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they enjoy anong the people. 

Ad 14. Insofar as this procedure is dictated by the 
present situation as the only acceptable solution ue cm not 
but abide by it.”

1. After the last war, the reaotlon to dofeat and the 
restrictions of the Versailles Treaty brought about the 
formation of volunteer military organizations or Free Corps. 
These groups fought on tho oaetorn frontier to prevent 

any territorial changes, opposed tho Allied occupation of 
the Rhineland, and waged a civil war in Germany to prevent 
the democratic alteration of tho political and sooial 
otructuro of Germany. 

2. Tho Free Corps woro oonpooed largely of officers 
and professional soldiers who lackod olthor olvil or 
military employment. They woro supported by social groups 
which fearod tho consoquencos of a democratic stoto in 
Germany and by economio lendors who wlohod to roostablioh 


Germany's international position. Financial support was 
givan by the members of tho industrial and financial leader¬ 
ship which nt a later time supported tho Nazi Party. 

3. Acting under prosouro from tho Alliea, tho Corman Govern¬ 
ment formally dissolved tho Free Corps in 1920. While 
many members roturnod to civilian life, the activists 


refused to give up their fight for tho romilltarizatlon 
of Germany and tho ovorthrow of tho Weimar stoto. They 
formed secret military looguos whioh operated as an "under¬ 
ground" throughout the existence of tho Weimar Republic. 

Duo to tho lack of offectivo controls by tho Alliea and 
the presence of sympathetic elomonts in tho Gorman Judioiary 
and Army, the Weimar government was nover able to suppre33 



completely the actions and "Fqme" murders of the secret 


military looguos. 

A. The Free Corps mon and the seoret leagues were gradually 
absorbed into the Nazi Party. At the present time, many 
high officials of tho Party are former Froo Corps loaders, 



while oountloss others were recruited for the SA and 83 . 
Other Free Corps non hare booooo procinont in eoononio 
adniniatrotion and in the Aray.

I. THE FREE CCftPS AND SECRET MILITARY LEAGUES 
Aftor tho Germn defeat In 1918, thoro was a wide¬ 
spread nationalistic reaction to tho revolution and tho 
fornotlon of tho now ropubllo, tho provisions of tho 
Treaty of Versailles, and tho ohangoe In tho pre-war 
frontiers. This roaotion, resulting, In part, In tho 
foroatlon of volunteer allltory groups of Froo Corps, pro- 
duood both a olvil war In Gerainy and an undeclared war on 
tho Gernan frontiers. 

A. Origin and Conposltlon of tho Froo Corps 

Tho aotivity of tho Froo Corps In tho poriod inao- 
dlatoly following tho Gorcon dofoat was Inspired by nnny 
historio exnnplos of notionalist struggles by Gomans against 
forolgn oontrols. Instnnoos wore found In tho Uiddlo Agos 
and tho Thirty Years' War, but tho chlof inspiration cans 
fron tho Goman strugglo against Fronoh and Austrian control 
in tho nlnotoonth contury. Tho aothods of ovorcoaing tho 
linitations plaood on tho Prussian Arcy in 180C by Napoloon 
wore ldoalizod as tho proper way to croato a body of trainod 
rooorves to strongthon tho snail arcy purcittod by tho 
Troaty of Vorsaillos. Tho nooos of Gomans who fought against 
tho French wore attachod to inportant Frto Corps after 1919. 1 

In 1918-1919 the look of control either by the Goman 
Govcrnnont or Allied authority pomlttod tho revival of 
aotivist natlonallsn diroctod by the Froo Corps against tho 
Woinar Ropubllo and those forolgn states hold responsible 
for the linitations on national sovereignty and territorial 
changes node In the boundaries of pre-war Osraany. The 
actions of tho Free Corps were direotod with oqual violenoe

Die de utso hon_Frolkorps, MQnchen, 
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against Poles, Russians, Fronoh, and the "Hovonbor orlnlnals'' 
who woro alleged to have stabbed tho Goraan sray In tho book. 
The stch-in-tho-bcok logond united tho aotivltios of tho 
lllogol groups and thoso who operated through tho Oeraan 
parlianontary systen In opposing tho ropublic. 

As a rosult of tho revolution tho provisional Oornan 
Govornnont was faced early In 1910 by loft-wlng Insurrections 
ainlng it tho oroation of a state and sooloty basod on tho 
euooossful oxanplo of tho Russian Bolshovlsts. The oharaotor- 
lstlc revolutionary dovloo of 1016-1019 was tho Worltoro 
and Soldiers Council, coaparoblo at loast In fora to tho 
sovlots which carrlod tho Russian Revolution to a sucooss- 
ful conclusion. Iho councils (Rdtc) in Ooruany woro gonorally 
fornod by garrison troops whose oaorgonoo as a govorning 
powor was doeply rosontod by the coctisslonod and non- 
connioslonod offioors of tho frc«t arny. lfco workers on 
tho oounclls woro idontifiod in the nationalists alnd 
with Spirtacua , tho Ccenur.ist organixatlon, which In turn 
was bollovod to bo plotting tho Bolshovlnntion of Goraany. 

In addition to revolutionary throats, tho confusion of tho 
post-war yoars poraittod tho rovival of separatist and 
portioularlot covenants which had long boon doroant. Sopara- 
tlsn was in diroot conflict with tho nationalist ains of 
tho Froo Corps which fought to provent any dianonberront of 
Goraany. 

It is not poosiblo to list all tho Froo Corps, 

Hone Dofoneo leagues. Border Defense Leagues, Aoadeoio 
Gunrd9, and oountloso othor groups whloh sprang up in all 
parts of Oernany in tho confusod days which followod 1918. 

Tho Free Corps, which are of the groatost traditionalist 
lnportanco anong thoso groups, went through two stages of 
dovolopnent. In terns of thoir origin, thoy wore thoorotioally 
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established by Gustav hi os to. the .Social Dstocrotio Minister 
of Defonse, as voluntoor forces to suppress lntornal dis¬ 
order and guard tho frontiers. In this senso, the Froo 
Corps oan bo construed as "legal" Institutions sorving tho 
republic as transitional defense foroos ponding the estab¬ 
lishment of tho Rolchswohr and a polico foroo. Thoy took an 
oath to support tho govorncont and protoot tho Fathorlnnd. 
After tho establishment of socurlty forces in 1919, howovor, 
tho Free Corps continued to oporato as illognl bodies in 
dofiunoe both of a govornoont ordor to disband and tho 
Law for tho Dofonso of tho Ropublic (1920) whioh forbado 
tho oxistonco of nllltory loaguos. 

Cio first Froo Corpo upjju .xvd lr. Berlin in Djoonbcr 
1918, whon tho Gonoral Staff, noting on tho suggestion of 
Kurt von Schloichor, authorized onlistoonts In voluntoor 
groups to provido for border dofonso nnd gonoral socurlty 
troops in tho Roich. 1 Under the provisions of this outhor- 
ization, a Froo Corps was established by Gonoral Uaorckor 
conposod of officors end non pickod fron tho El4th Division 
in Borlln, Tho groat cajority of the non solootod for tho 
Kroiwl.lllflo LandJ3-j8 g.Tkcrp3 wore front-lino sorgonnts, 
whilo tho officors woro tho professionals of tho old Inporial 
offioors corps. 2 Mcerckcr offered his Froo Corps to tho 
govornr.cnt, and its slogan "For'Law end Ordor against 
Spartacus" appoalod to Ncsko, who was faced with tho problou 
of suppressing Ooonunist disorder without effootivo nilitary 
forcos. This dovolopacnt in Berlin was parallelod by the 
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forantlon of hundreds of voluntoor defense groupa through¬ 
out Gercany. 

The average Free Corps wca n volunteer nllitary 
organisation groupod around a lendor. Its group life was 
controlled by the traditions of authoritarian nllitary 
discipline and obodlonco lnhorltod free the Inporial Amy. 

Iho word of tho loader of the Corps was nbsoluto and ho 
oould punish sovoroly any infractions of tho rulos, which 
woro olthor aado by tho loader who rcoruitod tho group or 
woro basod on tho nodel of tho Grur.dlog. ndor :>ofohl of tho 
Moorokor Landoo-Jagcrkorps . Tho so regulations, which re¬ 
flated Prussian nllitary traditions, wore onforood by 
non-oonnlssloned of floors asslstod by V. rtram-nslouto (agonts) 
in tho ranks. For betrayal of tho soorots of tho groups 
about personnel or sourcos of funds and nunitlons, tho punlah- 
nont was drnth, a proooduro whloh dovolopod Into tho Fono 
nurdoro. Tho Froo Corps booono, thoroforo, on inportant 
faotor In spreading tho oonooption of authoritarian rulo, 
as oaoh group oporatod strictly on tho loadorshlp prlnoiplo. 

Tho conposltlon of tho Froo Corps variod, but tho 
najority of tho nonbors was drawn fron tho offlcors and 

• 

front soldlors of tho old arny. 0r.o of tho outstanding Froo 
Corps non, Em3t von Sclcmnn, nnkos tho point that tho nonbors 
cannot bo classified as sociologiocl typo3 or nonbors of any 
specific economic status or ago group. 1 Ho clalns that tho 
post-war fightors woro cotlvatod soloiy by considerations of 
patriotisr. and were "united in spirit" with notionnllstio 
fightors of all typos In Goman history. Novortholoss, tho 
bulk of tho nonbors oono froa tho ranks of the professional 
officers, landlords and others free rural areas — In 
gonoral fron tho conservative groups in Goman society whloh 
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feared the spread of communism and the growth in politioal 
power of the proletariat and the urban petty bourgeoisie. 

For the most part, the members of the Free Corps 
were either young men who had known no profession but that 
of fighting, or offloors who hud recoived no vooatlonal 
training exoept in military taotlos. lhoy wore the 
aotlvista who oould not adapt themsolves to ponooful life 
and who sought to proteot their ldeologioal and vocational 
interests by vlolont notion against a wide variety of 
alleged onomios. 1 

In tho revolutionary period immediately following 
dofoat, tho offloors regardod tho members of tho Soldiers 
and Workors Counoils (Htfto) on "Sohwolno." Whon tho front 
army murohod homo, many offloors woro assaulted in tho 
stroots by tho rovolutionarlos and lnoignln and doooratlons 
woro torn off thoir uniforms. Tho Army was domoblllzod 
undor tho authority of tho oounoils and tho offloors woro 
turnod loose with littlo hopo of omploymont. Tho Alllod 
poaoo torrau, as woll ns tho attitude of tho Woimar govornmont, 
modo it ovldont that tho vast majority of tho formor offioorB 
would not bo able to pursuo thoir military oaroors or obtain 
omploymont oonsistont with thoir oonso of honor ond lmportnnoa. 
Tho limitation of the army to 100,000 mon dostroyod tho

Thoso°f i^ures U aro 'dorlvod from Dio Baitlsoho 
horausgogobon von Bnltlsoho L ondoawohrvtiroin, 
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poraonal future of tho officers; In thoir opinion It waa also 
a humiliation to tho national honor of Germany. Tho Freo Corpa, 
thorofore, aervod a dual purpooo — they proridod paid unploy- 
nont in tho profoaalon of area, and ot tho sano tlno providod 
noons for rebuilding tho powor of dofontod Gornany. 

In addition to tho offioora, tho Freo Corpa ottraotod 
tho front aoldiora, who aftor four yoara of war, wore 
aoouatoood to a life fillod with oontinuoua fighting. A 
mythology wna dovolopod in Goraany aftor tho lnat war oxtolling 
tho virtuoa of tho Frontaoldaton . Thoy wore idoallzod In 
nntionaliatlo litoraturo and the outlook attributed to thon 
waa Important in motivating the Freo Corpa aa woll aa con- 
aorvativo-natlonaliat polltioa. Varloua organizationa woro 
founded to porpotuoto tho aplrlt of "oonradoahlp" of tho front 
aoldiora or to oxtend that aplrlt to Oornan youth who had not 
boon ongngod In war. 

Tho Froo Corpa rapidly dovolopod thoir own mythology In 
Juotlfloatlon of thoir oxi8tonoo. Tho nanon of Yorck, Sohlll, 
Lutzow, Blanurok, Hlndonburg ond othor notlonaliot horooa uppoarod 
on thoir atandardo. Tho flag of tho Ehrhardt llarlno Brigado 
oontainod tho aynbol of a Viking ship, whllo tho Hamburg Froo 
Corpa in tho Baltlacha Landuowohr carriod nbovo tho Hanna flag 
tho blaok ponnant of tho fanoua pirato Kluua StBrtobookor. 

Many Free Corpa non ploturod thonaolvoa aa tho aucooaaora of 
tho Teutonic Knights who brought "a now faith and a now moo into 
tho world" and saved Gornany from "tho Asiatic hordoB." 1 Othor 
groups, particularly tho Roosbach Brlgndo, not only apoko in 
terms of Gorman nationalism, but oponly glorifiod tho nolo 
aooioty of tho Froo Corps and rognrdod hooosoxuality as dif- 
forontlating thorn from tho ordinary civilian population. 

B. Tho Activities of tho Freo Corps 

Tho Borlln government oallod the Froo Coxp3 into oxlotonco

In 1919 to aupprooa tho Communist uprisings. In Berlin, 
tho Sportooiat influrrootiona woro orushod with groat vlolenoo 
and the londora, Roan Luxomburg nnd Karl Liobknooht, woro 
"shot whilo attempting to osonpo." Tho anmo pattorn waa 
used in suppressing tho Sportooiat movomont and tho Rtitoro - 
publlk olaowhoro throughout Germany. Aftor tho oosaaeination 
of Kurt Kianor, the Froo Corps of southorn Germany oonvorgod 
on Munich to doatroy tho Soviot Ropubllo, whilo thoao of 
northern Gornony norohod on tho Communist stronghold in 
Hamburg. In wootorn Germany, tho Corps wore loss auoooBsful 
in oppooing tho rovolutionurloo. Iho Frolkorpa Lfltzow waa 
drlvon out of Romsohold and waa aavod only by flight uoroeo 
tho domaroation lir.o into oooupiod torrltory. Tho Frol - 
korpo Liohtsohlag waa wipod out at Wottor o. Ruhr. 

Tho uoo of thoso voluntoor corps against tho revolutionary 
olomonta of tho Oormnn population otrongthonod tho oxluting 
nutual antagonisms botwoon tho oonoorvatlvo-nutionnliut 
groups and tho proletariat. Yot tho govornmont oonoidorod 
that it had llttlo oholoo but to ontrust its dofonoo to groups 
which wore dotorminod to ovort-hrow tho ropublio. 30 auoh 
did tho govornnont foar tho loftiota that it brought,tho 
Maorckor Landos-Jtip.orkorpo to Woinu.r in 1919 to guard tho 
Nutional Aasombly whilo tho oonatitutlon was boing writton. 

Tho uso of tho Froo Corpu to aupproas tho revolution did a 
groat doal to ostablish tho anti-Bolshevist and antl-domooratio 
attitudes whloh woro finally intogrntod into .tho totalitarian 
philosophy of tho Third Roioh. 

C. 'Dio War on tho German Frontlors and Military Counter-

Tho war on tho Gertrcn frontlors aftor tho armistice was 
of greater lnportanco in tho formulation of tho traditions of 
continuous fighting and in tho dovolopnont of subversive 
techniques. Bio first phase activi ty on tho 
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frontloro was In tho Baltio statos of Latvia, Estonia, and 
Lithuania whioh had boon oooupiod by Oornan troops at tho tins 
of tho Russian Rovolution and tho Treaty of Brest-Litovsk. 

Tho araistioo in 1910 spoaifioally oallod for tho withdrawal of 
tho Gormans, but oftor tho throatonod invusion of tho Bnltio 
otatos by tho Rod Amy, tho Allloo did not press tho donnnds 
for tho ovaouation of tho Gorann troops. Those troops undor tho 
oontrol of Gonoral von dor Oolz woro oonbinod into sovorol 
units, suoh as tho Iron Division, nndo up of nunorou a Froo 
Corps; and tho Bnltlooho Lnr.dsswohg whioh lnoludod Gorman Froo 
Corps, Whito Ruosians, Balt landlords and Latvians. "Iha 
Latvian o°vornmont promised oltizonshlp, land and pay to all 
Gornnn voluntoors who norvod for a minimum of four wooks in 
those fomationo. In April 1919, tho Balt landlords in tho 
Lnndoswohr ovorthrow tho Latvlun Govornnont and ostablishod a 
military diotatorshlp whioh was supportod by tho Gormans. 

In tho faoo of on Allied domnd to disband his oorps, 
von dor Golz lnvadod Estonia and was badly dofoatod in tho 
battlo of Wondon. Tho Gormnno porolotod In thoir refusal to 
withdraw from Latvia dospito tho rotront of tho Rod Army, until 
tho Allion throatonod a ronowal of tho blockado. Tho Gorman 
Govornnont finally doorood that all Gornans who hod not re¬ 
turned across tte frontior by 11 November 1919 would loso thoir 
oltizonshlp. 

Tho Baltic war is important in ootabliohln3 tho traditions 
of Froo Corps activity and solidarity. Tho personnel, drawn 
fron all parts of Germany, and lod by tho East Prussian 
aristocracy, fought against tho Rod Army with tho approval of 
tho Gornnn Govornnont which provided thon with arms, munitions, 
and uniforms from tho stores of tho Inporial Army. The 
ultimate authority ovor tho Bnltisoho Landoswohr and tho iron 
Division was tho Latvian Govornnont, but in reality tho German 
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formations m ro froo-bootlng expeditions, approved by tho 
Coraon Govornnont and General Staff, Intent on fighting and 
seizing land. Von der Golz planned the ostobllshnont of on 
independent buffor stoto In the ftiltia ando up of German aoldlor- 
faroors who, It ms oloinod, would bo constantly prepared to 
dofend Gorainy and tho world against Russian Bolshevism. 

Tho loadors read td the Froo Corps tho Go roan Govcm- 
oont's ordor to disband and turn in thoir aroo, but thoy 
refused to comply. Tho major groups rarehod book to Qorcany, 
flm in tho boliof that thoy wore carrying out a 'world mission" 
of aoabating "the unholy oonsequenoet of Russian Bolshevism."1 
The bends soon appeared as the lnstruaent of the counter¬ 
revolution against the Welter state when the German corps 
marched froa Riga to Berlin to participate In the Kapp Putaoh 

of 1920. 

The effort to overthrow the Welsar state by tho Kapp 
Putaoh was based on the military power of the Fhrhardt Marine 
Brigade and other Free Corps. The Fhrhardt Brigade marohed 
Into Berlin froo Its winter quarters at Doberltz on 13 March 
1920,where It was greeted by Ludendorff and numerous 
Relchewehr generals. The genius of the Knpp Putsc h was not 
Kapp . but Fhrhardt who was regarded In conservative-national 1st 
circles as the potential "savior" of Germany. His objective 


was the overthrow of the republlo and the establishment of 
a military dictatorship which would recover Germany'a lost 
prestige and prepare the way for the restoration of the 
monarchy. The Brigade, composed largely of former naval 
officers, represented the aristocracy and ultra-oonservatlve 
social groups. The troops carried the imperial flag and 
their helmets bore the swastika emblem. l!any smaller Free 



Corps flocked to the Fhrhardt standard and local Insurrections 



took plaoe In aevoral parts of Oerrnany. The Puts oh , how¬ 
ever, wao oentered almost entirely In Berlin and In the 
area east of the Elbe River.- In Bavaria, the Social Demo- 
apatlc government was foroed out by the Free Corps, and In 
Central Germany there wero many disturbances,but no olear- 
out majority appeared for either aide. In the rest of 
Oerrnany, the population doolared themselves In favor of tho 
ropubllo. 1 

The Kqpp Putsch was not suppressed by the military 
foroeo of the ropubllo, nor wero the perpetrators ever 
punlohed for their treasonable aotlvlty. The Putsoh 
liquidated by a general strlko onlled by the trade unions, 
a fact whloh deepened the hostility botwocn the Free Corps 
and German labor. 

At the name time that the Free Corps were fighting 
In tho Baltlo states and attempting a Putooh In Berlin, 
another undeclared war was being fought In Silesia. Tho 
Treaty of Versailles stipulated that tho German troops 
evaouato Sllosla and that tho area be plnoed under Inter¬ 
national oontrol until a plebiscite should decide Its 
ultimate disposition. The Poles, under the former Rclohoteg 
deputy Korfnnty, revolted against tho Germans and In the 
looal elections In November 1919 won a dear majority. 

The Free Corps Immediately began to gather and wore united 
Into a Kompforganlsatlon dos deutsohon Schutzbundos , operating 
under the orders of tho old Sixth Army Corps at Breslau. 

The headquarters Btaff In Broslau consisted of Relohswehr 
officers on Indefinite leave. The field headquarters of the 
German volunteer forces was at Kattowlts. A sum of 20 million 
marks la reputed to have been granted by the Oerman Govern¬ 
ment while the remainder of the oott was borne by the mlno 
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owners, heavy Industries, and big estates whose Interests 
would be nffeoted by the transfer of Upper 811esia to Poland. 

The members of the Free Corps were divided Into small 
groups under the command of an officer. They lived on tho 
big estates as agricultural workers and experts, and the 
commanding officer was usually the "manager" of the eotate, 
as for example the future Nazi le-der, Martin Boraann, who 
was on estate manager while serving as ohlef of staff 0 f the 
Rossboch Brigade. Many railway workers enrolled aa members 
of the Freo Corps and by oomaandeerlng entire trains played 
a vital role In the transportation of men and supplies. 

Various devices were used to snuggle arms In deflnnoe of 
the Allied Control Commission, such «• the sending In of 
thousands of rifles without butts labeled as "scrap Iron." 

The butts were then c-nufootured in the woodworking depart¬ 
ment of the Frledenshutte foundry and guns assembled In seoret 
arsenals. The large firms of Berg und Huttcn*nn, Lnurnhdtte 
and others, contributed money and gov* positions to tho Freo 
Corps leaders to disguise their operetlons. The Flnwohner^ehr 
(homo defense leagues) In the towns along the demarcation line 
drilled openly and refused to give up their arms, while the 
Sloherhelttkpolliol distributed guns to the olvlllan population 
In open defiance of the law and international controls. The 
Free Corps established an espionage servloe operating as a 
purchasing agency for tho Worn Koppagnle fur Chemlsche - 
teohnlsche Produktr. located In the hotel -hlch served os the 
chlof rendezvous for the officers of the International Com¬ 
mission. The cost daring members of the Corps were ohosen 
as "special police" of the Kascforganis’-tlon . A former polloc 
Inspector trained them In the art of "righting In the dark" 

In a SDcdal school In Kattowitz. and they studied such subjects 
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ns the rethod of falsifying pnssports, shadowing suspeots, 
use of explosives, and lookpicking. 1 

The International oontrol forces arrived In 1920, 
but despite tholr prescnoe the Oernans and Poles fought 
cnch other In sonll armed bands and propagandized for tho 
coning plebiscite. After the Oeraane ron an outstanding 
vlotory In the pleblsolte, the Poles ageln revolted and the 
Free Corps opened a general offensive which resulted In 
the capture of Annabcrg. Tho Oercnn troops finally with¬ 
drew in 1920 but only after the Frenoh threatened to oo- 
oupy the Ruhr unless they laid do*n their arms. 

D. The. Struggle "fiMnat Allied Oocupntlon 

The oocupntlon of the Rhineland by Allied foroeo 
after the war provided a aotivatlon for the Free Corps to 
sabotage the work of the occupation foroee as well as to 
combat the Berlin Oovernnent which acoepted the nonce set¬ 
tlement. Tho nationalistic groups, however, oould not operato 
openly In the face of strict nllltery oor.trols, but oould 
only onrry out their work ao seorct socl* ties. 

The extent of nationalistic opposition In the Rhino- 
land depended on the strength of sop-ratlst tendenolcr and 
the nature of the occupation policy. In the American zone, 
no widespread resistance developed due to the oonpnratlvo 
freedon of politic 1 aotlon. In the French and Belgian zones, 
where loci political life wm norc rigidly controlled, a 
widespread resistance was developed by the Free Corps. Both 
nationalistic end Ooa ur.lst groups were organized to n snail 
extent among the local ‘.^habitants or were dlepatohed In 
large nurbers fron other ports of Ocrrcny to fight primarily 
against the Rhineland separatists.

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The fight against oooupatlon end separation was 
particularly strong after the extension of the Frenoh 
oooupatlon to the Ruhr In 1923. ihrn French troops came 
In, the leaders of the former corps called their trusted 
men to assemble seoretly and prepare for war. One of the 
leading spirits of the Ruhr struggle was Leo Schlageter, 
claimed by the Hauls as one of their early martyrs and ex¬ 
tolled by the Communists In 1923 as n hero of German 
nationalism. His corps, along with many others, flocked 
to the Ruhr to engage In sabotage of transportation faci¬ 
lities. Their chief work, however, wan In preventing the 
establishment of the Rhenish Republic by the Rhineland 
separatist movement. An espionage service, oalled the 
Lorcnrer group, was set up by 8chlagcter to spy on the 
separatists and on any Gern«n who gave help or Information 
to the French. The group not only discovered pro-Frcnoh 
elements In the German population, but also executed some of 
them as traitors. W*ny members of the government of the 
Rhenish Republic were shot by the Freo Corps. 

The Free Corps operated as secret groups in the 
Ruhr in the fnoo of the opposition of the Berlin Government 
and the Relchswehr, as well as the French military forces. 
The efficient French controls made Impossible any widespread 
action end after Schlageter was shot nnd numerous other 
aotlvlsts sent to the French penal colonies, the Free Corps 
opposition subsided. 
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II. THE SECRET AND C^CUFL.CZD SOCIETIES 
By 1920, the notions of tho Free Corps had dovolopod 
to suoh proportions that action was tokon against then by 
tho Go roan Govoranont and tho Alllod statos. In that yoar 
tho Allies ordorod tho dissolution of all Froo Corps and 
Homo Dofonso Leagues and tho turning in of all arm, 1 
International oontrols woro established in Gornnny and 
pollco offloials woro authorized to oolloot tho forbiddon 
orco and to turn thon ovor to the Alllod authorities, making 
nooossory o char.go in taotios by tho nationalist forces. 

An attonpt by tho Froo Corps loadors to continuo thoir 
actions by logal uoar.n did not suooood. In 1922, various 
Froo Corps loadors ostnblishod tho Goraan Racial Liborty 
Party ( Doutochc Volklsohcn Frclhartspnrtol )baeod on tho 
thoory of racial nations 11 sn and sooking tho dostruction 
of tho poaco sottlonont and tho rovival of Gornnn power. 

Tho party was conposod of splintor groups of tho oxtreoo 
rightist parties and tho Froo Corps. It soourod tho support 
of throo Reichstag duputios lod by von Graofo and in tho 
olootions of 1924 tho party obtained noorly two trillion votos. 
Tho Racial Liberty Party sponsored tho formation of nllltary 
longuos, oanouflagod as sports associations undor tho loador- 
shlp of tho notorious Rossbaoh. In 1923, theso longuos woro 
offorod by von Graofo to tho govoranont with tho suggestion 
that undor tho command of Ludondorff thoy could bo used to 
suppress tho Social Donocrats nnd Concunists as a proludo to 
war against tho French in tho Ruhr. This plan was opposod 
by tho Rpichswohr, nnd Rossbaoh was errostod and kopt in 
prison until tho end of tho yoar, while Ludendorff wendorod 
book to Munloh to help Hitler in tho Boor Hall Putsch .

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By tho ond of 1924, tho Raoiol Liborty Party had lost lta 
strength as tho majority of tho noabors either roturnod to 
tho rightist parties or Jolnod tho Nazis. 

Tho most offootivo fora of orgnnizod aotivity was 
tho sosrot and oanoufIngod groups. Tho entire list of 
soorot sooiotios is too numerous to mention. Tho following 
list inoludos some of tho important oxonplos of illogal 
or oamouflagod sooiotios which oxlstod in Ooraany to carry 
on tho fight against tho Wolnar stnto and the poaoo structure. 
A. Organization Consul (PC) 

Tho OC was formd by tho offiooro of tho Ehrhardt 
Brigado and tho Qardo Kavnlorlo Sohdtzon DivlBlon . Aftor 
tho failure of tho Kapp Putsoh . Ehrhardt flod to Hungary 
through tho frlondly holp of tho Munloh polioo, whore ho 
livod undor tho protootlon of Gdnbfls, who la tor did tho 
Nazis greut sorvioo as Prlmo Mlnlstor of Hungary. Ehrhardt 
roturnod to Munloh with a fnlso passport iosuod to Consul 
von Eoohwogo, honoo tho nano Organization Consul. Ho livod 
with Prlnooss Hohonloho and his organization is nllogod to 
hnvo boon finanood by tho remnants of tho old Pan-Goman 
Loaguo. 

Tho OC was in no sonoo a nrss organization and con¬ 
tained fow bourgoois olononts, oxoopt thoso spooifloally 
onployod to oarry out aots of violonoa. .'.coording to its 
statutos, tho aristocratic offloor porsonnol oonbatod tho 
"anti-national Wolnar constitution." Thoir aims wore stutod 
as: tho prevontion of tho conploti revolutionizing of Gornony; 
tho creation of a strong national jovornnont to provont 
intornol disordor; tho nogation of tho Vornaillos docision 
to disarm Gorr.nny. Tho OC was str’.otly authoritarian, and 
tho ontiro organization was basod on unquestioning obodionco. 


Provisions wore nado for punishing those who botrayod its 

sacret8, and sinco tho OC oporatod outsldo tho phlo of law, 
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it utilized the apparatus of. tho Fono nurdor to onforoo 
its dooisione. 

Tho bae^o nethod of at took onploycd by the OC was 
nurdor. In 1921, two nonbora of tho organization, Holnrioh 
Sohulz and Hoinrioh Tilloanon, aaaneainntod tho oontriat 
doputy Erzborgor who had algnod tho nrniatioo. and who won 


hold roapon8iblo for tho "atab in tho book." Tho dotaila 
of tho nurdor woro plnnnod by Mnnfrod von Killingor. Tho 
nurdorora flod to Munioh and polloo offloiala holpod thon 
to prooood to Hungary whoro, liko Ehrhardt, thoy lived at 
tho oountry ootato of OtfnbBa. 

. Tho Hungarian Govurnnont rofuaod to pomit tho 
oxtraditlon of tho nurdorora. Killingor wan aontonood to 
oight nontha in Jail. »ftor aorving hio oontonoo, lio wan 
glvon tho pooition of nanngor of tho Junkoro airplane plant 
in Spain, whioh nnnufaoturod illogal nllitary airoraft for 
tho Goman arny. In 1929, Killingor was olootod aa a doputy 
of tho Nazi Party to tho Saxon Landtag , and after 1933 ha 
rooo quiokly in tha party hiornrohy, boooning Miniator Pro8idont 
of Saxony, Conoul-Gonornl in Lob Angoloa, and lntor Mini a tor 
to Runnnia. in tho following year, two othor nonbora of tho 
OC, Korn and Fiaohor, aaonaainatod Foroign Mini8tor Walter 
Rathanau. Tho nurdorora wore klllod.by tho polioo. Tho 
dotailu of tho r.urdor woro plnnnod by Tbchow, who woo 
arroatod and aontonood to fiftoon yoara in prlaon. After a 
short tlno ho oocapod and Joinod tho Fronoh Foroign Logion, 
roappoaring in 1940 no a Fronoh offloor in Maraoillo.aolling 
falao paaaporta to Gornan rofugoja, Ehrhardt was arroatod 
undor tho nano of Eaohwogo, but vma frood whon hi8 oonrndoo 
broke into tho Jail and killod h:a guard8. Aftor tho faroloal 
trial of tho OC in 1924, Ehrhard* was pnrdonod by tho govorn- 
nont annoaty of that yoar and hii full pon8ion rights woro 
roatorod. It ia runorod that ho disappoarod in tho Nazi purgo 


of 1934. 
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Tho OC was osaontiolly q coordinating agonoy 
directing tho eotlvltica of organizations which onjoyod tho 
bonofita of lognlity. Tho ohlof front organizations for tho 
OC woro tho Vlklr.gbunJ and tho Koud^-utaoho Bund whloh oponly 
ongngod in pro-nilitary training. 

B. Oborlond Bund and Vtorwolf 

..nothor aubvoralvo organization which oarrlod on tho 
ldoal of tho Froo Corps was tho Oburl-nd Bund , n product of 
Bavarian aoporotiao and opposition to rulo oxoroisod from 
Berlin. 1 Tho group ooco into oxlatonco at tho tlco of tho 
Bcvnriun Soviot Ropublio when soldioro froc tho Alplno Corpa 
of tho Inporial .any fornod a Free Corps at EiohstStt. As 
tho Corps lncroasod in size, It changed ita none to tho • 
Frulkorps Oborland and aftor 1920 to tho Oborland Bund . 

Tho odolwoiss aynbol of tho Bund was a faniliar sight in Oornan 
lllogal fighting in Munich and in Uppor Slloaia.whoro a 
nunbor of non woro lost in tho stoming of ..nnaborg. 

Aftor 1920, tho Bund ongagod in political aotivity and 
propaganda in Munich. Its periodical Da a drltto Rolch 
odvooatod tho "liberation" of Ocrxxiny froa the poaoo troatioa 
and tho incluoion of all Goraans into a "Third Roloh," with a 
govornnont bisod on tho loadorship princlplo strong onough 
to doulnato all ocononic groups (i.o., trade unions) in tho 
oountry. Under tho londorship of Dr, fobor, tho Bund attonptod 
to oonoontrato on education and propaganda as preparation 
for a long-tcru plan of roarnanont and raoial nationallar., 
but in 1923 tho urgo to fight in tho Ruhr was too strong to 
withstand. Drivon fron tho Ruhr by tho French, the Bund 
Joined Hitlor in tho Munich Putsch. Tho organization was out¬ 
lawed in 1923 by tho national gevernront ar.d tho stnto govorn- 

nonts in Bavaria, Prussia and Sexeny. However, tho Bund 
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oontlnued as a esoret organization, oonoentrntlng Its person¬ 
nel and Ideology In tho Werwolf, a natlonaliHtlo organisation 
founded In Halle on tho day th^t the Frrnoh entered the Ruhr. 

The Werwolf yittoldoutpoher Sohutzverband shortly after 
its founding by Hauptmann Fritz Kloppe ohnngod Its name to 
Werwolf Bund dcutaoher banner und Frontkrleger . It was In¬ 
tended originally no a youth organization, but soon develonod 
Into n military league to ornate n trained reserve for tho 
Rclohowohr . Tho Ideology of Worwolf followed tho line of 
the Oberlnnd Pund In opposing "plutooratlo, International, 
end Jowl*h oapltallnra," but unlike the Bund and the Nazis 
thoy advocated n union with 8 0 vlet Ruosla to aohlove thin 
end. The Worwolf lo an outstanding exanplo of t/ho National , 
Bolshevist raovoment In Oermany whloh hoped to uni to tho 
militarist and revolutionary eleraonto against tho Wolonr 
otnto and tho Wootcrn European powers. A youth organization 
oullod Jungwolf provided pre-military training for approx¬ 
imately 30,000 mombrro. In 1929, Werwolf deolded to enter 
polltlos and who absorbed Into several of tho extremist right 
parties. 

C. Orgnsoh 

Another example of tho military leagues whloh at¬ 
tempted to perpetuate, tho oplrlt-or the Free Corps was the 
Orgosoh In Bavaria. The Organisatio n Eaoherlo h (Orgesoh ) 
was founded by Oeorg Esohcrloh after Bavaria deollned to 
obey the Reloh order to dissolve tho hone defense leagues 
( Elnwohnerwehr ) In 1920. It was an attempt to organize 
the petty bourgeoisie, by stressing that Germany was controlled 
by the "Berlin Bolshevists" and that the Bavarian "mission" 
was to purge Oermany of all revolutionary elements. Dr. Esoherlo) 
wanted to extend the Crgesch from Bavaria to the entlro Roloh 
In order to overthrow the Berlin Government and Institute' 
Bavarian rule In Oernany. •. .,i» u >' ;. 
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2rg f «ch * n » ® fighting organization baaed on mili¬ 
tary lines and formations. It possessed a considerable 
arsenal taken from German army stores which the Bavarian 
government In 1921 estimated to contain 240,000 rifles, 

Py60 maohlne guns, 44 field pieces *nd 34 mine throwers. 1 
The members fought In Munioh In 1919-1920 and formed a major 
part of the Gorman forces In Upper Silesia. After 1921, 

Orgosoh was aotlve In Bavarian politics until Its members 
were gradually absorbed Into the Karl Party. 

D. Other Groups 

Many snail groups In camouflaged form engaged In 
Illegal military training or In teaohlng the Ideals of 
militant nationalism. Am^ng them, the following nay. be 
mentioned: 

1. Blucherbund was a group which broko away from the 
Obcrl nnd Bund over the question of tnotlos. It was foundod 
by Arnold Rugge, a Heidelberg University tenoher, who woo 
successful In organizing students to take more violent aotlon 
against the "Marxist North* of Germany than wns advooated 
by the parent organization. It was aotlve in the Ruhr In 1923. 

2 - Grossdeutsche Jugcndbund was founded In Berlin after 
the war to revive the old Prusrl«n Ideas of authority and 
discipline and to preach the new doctrine of racial nationalism. 

3. Stahlholm . the organization of veterans, established 
youth organizations which became the haven of ex-Free Corps 
members. The most Important was Jungstahlhelr with 60,000 
members. The 8charnhorst Bund and Koni^ln Lulse provided 
anti-republican Indoctrination and training In the traditional 
military virtues for young boys and girls. Another reactionary 
veterans organization, Kyffhauser Bund , provided pre-military 
training for youths In the Eyffhauser Jugend . 

% A. H. Pm uJUH J jg 
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4. Blsmarok Bund with 30,000 neobers was the youth or¬ 
ganisation of the Peutachnatlonnlo Volkspartel . the nost 
outspoken of the anti-republican parties with the exception 
of the Nazis. The Blscarok Bund with Its systen of allltary 
training and developocnt of putschist attitudes was one of 
the ooet active successors of the Free Corps. 

6 * Jugendbun d Schlogeter and DeutschvSlklaher Jugrndbund 
Orn/ yorok von Wnrtenburg were, as their wires lnply, nr - 
ganlzntlonn created by the Free Corps of the sane naoe to 
provide Illegal nllitary training for the Reich.wehr reserve. 
Their Ideological training stressed Ceraany's allltary and 
nythologloal past and held that Oeraan honor could be avenged 
only by violent notion. 

*• TAe_Blaok Rclohswohr and the feae Murders 

Whllo the Free Corps and Illegal groups wero spontaneous 
organizations without any oontrnl dlrootlng agency, the Array 
attcopted to create an Integrated and controlled allltary 
resorve. The most significant group sponsored and dlreoted 
by It was tho Black hclchowihr ( Bchwr-rzc lielchowchr l rocrulted 
from mong the Free Corps fighters returning fron Upper 
Silesia In 1920. 

The Black nclchswohr was formed by the Arry «ith the 
knowledge of the civil governaent. It was amed and olothed 
fron government stores, «nd led by Relchsw,.hr offloers who 
had formerly been proolnent In Free Corps aotlvlty. Including 
Kottbus, Buohrucker ( Frclkorps Eulenberg ). and Paul Sohulz. 

The helohswehr Insisted that the Free Corps oen Join as 
Individuals and not as groups. The basis for the nelohswchr 
opposition to the group enllstncnt of the Free Corps was their 
distrust of the radical theories of race and national Isa 
which they feared would produce a political ar=y. Likewise, 
tho Free Corps' conception of group solidarity and leadership 
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oonflloted with the Army'B Insistence on discipline and 
Integration. In oplte of the holohawohr's offorto, tho 
Blnok RolohBWehr turned out to be a heterogeneous group 
representing many conflicting political viewpoints and 
lntorosts. 

The Blaok Relohswohr was commanded by tho ohlcf of 
etnff of tho III Relohowehr division ( Wi»hrkrelokomn-,ando 
III ). Oborstleutnnnt Fedor von Book (later Field Marshal), 
The taotloal oommand of the 18,000 ooorot members in thlo 
dlotrlot wan In tho hands of Major von Buohruoker. A 
K onmando tur besondorcn Wprwendung was looatod in Berlin 
under the oommond of Klnpproth, Rusohung, and Fahlbuooh, 
all of whom wore nerabors of the OC. The same otruoturnl 
baolo of the nrny was maintained in the Blnok Relohowehr. 
Each group was annlgned a dlotrlot under tho command of a 
"vUnr" and wao charged with "oarrylng out all moasuroo 
noooosary for tho maintenance of the state and army." 

Thus, a parallel organisation to tho Rolohswohr was built 
In e-oh Wehr l: rolskomm ando. and in several dlatrlots tho 
Hoorot army outnumbered tho army permitted in tho poaoo 
treaty. Tho Hal non of floor betwocn tho Relohowehr and tho 
illegal army was the then Captain Eugen Ott, who, in at 
proeont the Natl ambassador to Japan. 

Major Buohruoker, the leader In Wchr krelBkommnndo II 

had ideas of his own about tho use of the troops during tho 

Ruhr struggle whloh oonfllotod with tho policy of the otate 

and Army. On 15 September 1923, Buohruoker ordorod tho 

mobilization of the Black Rolohswehr, Free Corps and mlll- 

tnry leagues In his district preparatory to laying siege to 

Berlin. He attempted to get the Rolohswehr oorraandcr in 

the Kustrln garrison to Join the movement, but the plan 

ralsoarrled and many members of tho Blaok Relohswehr were 
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killed In tho so-called Kustrln Putsch . Buohruokor was ar- 
rcated and acntonoed to ten yearo In prlaon and tho Blaok 
Relohswehr waa brokon up. The Arny had all along fearod lta 
political orientation and objectives, while the nany Feng 
murdoro whloh aooonpanlod lto aotlvlty threatened the dls- 
olooure of lte aourooa of nrna and aeorot oonnootlona. 

Aftor the Kustrln Put aoh the government waa foroed 
to lnvoatlgnte tho ontlre oxlstonoe of eoorct military or¬ 
ganizations In tho Roloh. The Fpme 1 nrnrdor woo tho obvlouo 
monno by which Illegal groups maintained tholr noorooy and 
protected their organizations against provoontlvo ngonta. 

Tho aoorot and Illegal groupn nurdorod any nombor who with¬ 
drew or arouoed ouaplolona that he might botray oouroeo of 
armo and flnnnoo or tho momborahlp to the government author- 
ltlon. Tho dovloo wan particularly uaeful to tho Blaok 
RolohBV'ohr ainoo any revolution of tho armn nupply or oon- 
nrotlon with tho army would oorloualy oompromloo not only 
tho movement ltooir but tho Oornan Oovernnont aa well. Tho 
Feme murdorn aroused groat admiration In Oormnn nationalist 
olrclos. Aftor 1923, tho government nndo varlouo efforts to 
bring tho Feme murdoro to an end, but they oontlnucd on a" 
diminished scale throughout the Wolmar period. 

F. The L a ok of Controls 

Tho Tree CorpB wore able to aot vigorously for a while 
bocauBo of the nature of the console established by the penoe 
oottlcircnt and tho attitude of the German government. Effec¬ 
tive oontrola wure not created by the Allied states until 
1920, giving tho Free Corpo the opportunity to reorult menbero, 
collect arms, and oonoolldntc tholr group organizations. The 


F The mechanism of the Feme murder »c.s named after the 
Vchr.gerlcht trlalo of the Middle Ages which wero held by 
secret oourts operating In the nano of the Enperor without 
regard for the law and Judlolal procodureo of the localities 
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oontrol ayatem whloh utilised Oerman aroy and adminlatra- 
tlve pereonnel to dlaoover and oonflaoato arma peroltted 
large oaoheo of arma to remain In tho hande of the Illegal 
groups. This praotloo permitted the baelo problem of nrmo 
oontrol to romaln In the hande of thoae who sympathised with 
tho Froo Corpa' objootlvo of Oorman rearnanent. In the face 
of popular demonetratlono ogalnat Allied oontrol offloora 
whonovor they made tholr appoaranoe, tho noaroh for nrmo wao 
left nlraoot entirely to Gorman pereonnel. 

In addition to the time lag betwoon defeat and arrao 
oontrol, the International Commloolon In Germany proved to 
bo lax In lto dlonrmamcnt offorte. Tho Allien did not oppose 
tho arming of German voluntcor unltii In tho Baltlo war, 
whllo In upper Sllooln tho Froo Corpa oponly oollooted 
armn and fought tho Poloo. Tho only effootlve control of 
Froo Corpn aotlvlty wan oxorolocd by the Fronoh In tho 
Ruhr (1923) whore lllogal notion threatened tho military 
eoourlty of tho oooupntlon foroon. 

Duo to the attltudoe of tho army and Judlolary, tho 
German Oovcrnnont wao not able to exoroloe lto legal powora 
to oontrol Illegal aotlvlty. The oourte, oomponed of Judges 
hold over from tho Imperial regime, rofuood to punlnh the 
officers who engaged In tho Knpp Putnc h of 1920 oxoept 
to impose rather light aentonoen In n few oaaes. Tho oourte 
likewise rofuood to deprive thoso convicted of polltlonl 
nurdor or treaBonnllo aotlvlty of tholr pension righto. 

Tho punishment of tho Fcmo murderers of tho Black Relohowohr 
was made prnotloally lmposalblo by a Judicial doolslon whloh 
prevented any disclosure of tho source of nrmo or tho nature 
of the organisation of the soorot group on the grounds that 
suoh ovldenoo would be dangerous to national security. The 


differences between tho oourts and the polltloal leadership 
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of the state on this question were often the subjeot of 
debate In the Reichstag end In the Prussian Diet, but the 
arguments of the Relchewehr and oo»»rts prevailed. The 
Feme murderers went unpunished. The only element In the state 
able to control the Illegal groups was the Relchewehr. When¬ 
ever the activities of the groups conflicted with the political 
policy or tho Army, ns In the cnee of the Black Relchewehr and 
tho Ruhr fight In 1923. the generals did not hesitate to use 
superior force. This means of oontrol proved to be effcotlve. 
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Tho Froo Corra and nilltary loaguos poralatod in 
Gomony In various wya. Aftor tho diaaolution of tho ocrpa, 
ono fom of survival was In tho Roichswohr. '.Thon tho troaty 
amy was fomod, mny of tho Froo Ccrpa boo ana oodroa for 
Roiohawohr roglnonta. Thooo corpa, serving -.a tranaitionnl 
dofonao forooa In tho ndninlatrntivo areas of tho Inporinl 
Aroy, changed thoir naooa and boo a no units of tho now nnjy 
stationod in tho areas in whloh thoy had fornorly aorvod as 
voluntoara. 1 Tho Amy, hewovor, oxcroiaod a oaroful political 
aorutiny ovor proapootlvo nonbora and rofuaod to adrdt ary 
who woro idontifiod with tho Rossbach Brlgado, Froikorps 
Aulook, Solbataohutz Koapngnlo Sohlcgotor. Likowiao, thoy 
diaapprovod of tho putschlot taotioa of tho Froo Corpa, md 
nurorous ofriocr3, including Cnptiin Rohr, and Conorcl von Epp, 
woro forood to roaign thoir comlaalona. Tho Roiohawohr 
ooooptod only those nan thoy oould control and atnnp with 
thoir own political viewpoint. The activists woro loft to 
thoir own doviooa. 




Aftor tho ovento of 1923, ooono.*lc oonditiono in Oormny 
woro gradually atnbllizod and cdjuptnon'ts woro cado in both 
Gornon and Alliod foreign polioy which tended to rorovc tho 
Host objoctioncblo controls stipulated in tho poaco troaty. 

With tho ond cf Inflation, tho return of orployncnt, and tho 
gradual accoptanco of Gomsny into tho European state ayston,

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tho basic reasons for tho exiatonco of tho Proo Corps 
nnd aooret ullitnry loaguos disappoarod and tho average 
noribors wore nbaorbod into por.ooful civilian lifo. This 
situation, howovor, did not offoot tho aotlvista — tho 
"irrogulnra" who oould not odapt thensolvos to tho prevailing 
sooinl atruoturo. Thoy oontinuod their ootivltiee, such aa 
rttCo nurdora and ooorot riilitary training, but gradually 
found a havon in tho Nazi Party with ita dootrinos of Creator 
Go rainy and antl-Sonitiar., and ita uothoda of violonco nnd 
otroot fighting. 

In tho yoars fron 1024 to 1027, a nunbor of Proo Corpa 
flghtora ontorod tho Nazi Party and rooo to poaitiona of 
proninonoo. How nnny rank and filo nor.bors ontorod tho 
and S3 cannot bo aooortainod. Tho outatanding oxnnplo of a 
Proo Corpft fightor who booano a proninor.t Nazi io Martin 
Borrann, ox-ohiof of staff of tho Ronabooh Brigado. Aftor 
oorvlng a torn in prison for political tiurdor, Bornann 
ontorod tho N3&U 5 in 1928 and ia now Chior of tho Party 
Chnnoollory. 

Proo Corps porconnol nloo ronainod in tho atnto adninl- ■ 
stration and fornod subvorsivo oolls whloh holpod to proparo 
tho way for tho Nazi acquisition of powor. Many oxnnplos of 
tho croatlon of colls in tho adninietr tivo structuro havo 
boon glorifiod in tho cxtonalvo literature which tho N-zia 
hovo issued on tho actlvicloo of tho Froo Corps. Particu¬ 
larly lnportcnt woro tho Froo Corps oolla in tho pclioo forcos 
of Hcuiburg, Borlin, Munioh, cBttingon, Stottin and other 
Gcrnan oitioo which gradually ocuio undor tho oontrol of tho 
Nazis. 1

MEMORANDUM FOR THE PRESIDENT 

In tho defensive operations in eastern China sinoe 
tho spring of 1944. OSS personnel have collaborated olosoly 
with the 14th Air Foroo and other Allied units in obtaining 
strategic and tactioal intelligence and carrying on other 
specialized operations designed to impede the Japanese ad¬ 
vance. These activities have helped to nako the enemy's 
territorial Rains much oostlior for him than they otherwise 
would have been; and by the saae token thoy indicate a moans 
whereby, when the preponderance of power in China has shifted 
to the Allies, the expulsion of the enemy may be achieved 
at a correspondingly diminished cost in American lives. 

Of all ground intelligenoo available to the U.S. Foroes 
in China, a large share has been provided by the Air Oound 
Forces Resources and Technical Staff (AGFRT8), an OSS organ¬ 
ization assigned to operate under the 14th Air Force. Much 
of this information, by nature useful only if received with¬ 
out delay, wo3 transmitted by AGFRT3 mobile combat liaison 
By Authority of C.//9. 
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teams on duty with Chinese armies in the First (Provisional), 
Third, Fourth, Seventh end Ninth War Areas. (Reference is 
made to diagram of AGFRE3 notwork in Appendix A hereto.) 
Moving into front-line positions, these teams have estab¬ 
lished direct radio oontact with friendly airoraft and 
guided then in dive-bonbing and strafing attacks whioh have 
killed many thousands of Japs and destroyed auoh valuable 
equipment. (For examples of this type of operation, refer¬ 
ence is made to aaaorandum for Joint U.S. Chiefs of Staff, 

15 July 1944• subject: Report on Exploits of Intelligence 
Teams in China.) 

AGFRTS teams have also provided intelligence of longer 
range, often available frea no other source. In attacks on 
enemy shipping the 14th Air Force has been aided by a timely 
and regular flow of information concerning traffic on the 
Yangtze River and in such ports as Amoy and Wenchow. At the 
same time the coast-watching reports have been transmitted 
to U.S. Navy personnel for relay to Chungking, whence the 
Navy has radioed then to submarines in Formosa Strait. 
Indications of important eneny logistical plans have been 
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reported by AGFRTS agents several weeks before siailar signs 
were obtained fron aerial photographic reooanaissanoe con¬ 
ducted to verify the pround intelligence. The planning of 
the 14th Air Force has been facilitated by frequent reports 
on results of strategic bombing, besides daily weather mes- 
sages from Anwhei, Kiengsi and Fuldea provinces. 

Another important AGFRT3 intelligence activity is the 
collection of files and preparation of special studies on 
targets in the Japanese Inner Zone and occupied China, draw¬ 
ing to a large extent on Japanese docmenta smuggled out 
of enemy territory. This work is performed at 14th Air 
Foroe Headquarters by a hichly trained 03c> Research and 
Analysis unit which has, noreover, plaoed its resources and 
services at the disposal of the 20th Air Force. The AOfRTS 
organization has also acciaulated extensive battle order 
infornation on eastern China, believed to be the only col¬ 
lection of its type, and it has conducted useful interroga¬ 
tions of Japanese prisoners. 

Aside from its intelligence work, ASHTi> has collaborated 
with Chinese guerrillas in such specialized activities as 
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the reaouo of airmen downed in enemy territory and sabotage 
operations in the Japanese rear. Of the latter, an out¬ 
standing example is provided by the destruction of the coal 
mine near Canton, whioh deprived the enemy of his only local 
source of ooal and thereby increased the strain on his ship¬ 
ping facilities. At present underground movements involving 
all important categories of workers are being organized in 
metropolitan oenters in aooordanoe with carefully developed 
plans. To subvort onemy morale, rumors have been circulated 
by AGFRTS agents on the basis of materials prepared by OSS 
and coordinated with the 14th Air Foroe for oonformity to 
ourrent taotioal plans. For the deception of Japanese in¬ 
telligence, CBS personnel devised purportedly authentio Air 
Force documents, which were coordinated, partially burned 
and left behind by the 14th Air Force in evacuating the air 
bases at Lingli.ng, Hengyang, and Kweilin. 

In early September it became evident that the Chinese 
armies were no longer capable of offering effective resist¬ 
ance to the enemy in eastern China. To provide maximum 
opportunity for the 14th Air Force to withdrew many tons of 

valuable equipment and destroy such parts of its installations 
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as were inoapable of salvage, 033 presented a plan for 
delaying the enemy by systematic soorohing of the routes 
of hi a advanoe — a program whioh neither the 14th Air 
Force nor the Chinc3o wero in a position to undertake. 

With the approval of the tyth Air Foroo, (133 demolition 
teams selected and mined auoh targets ns bridges, ferries 
and points easily blocked by landslides. (In this oonncc- 
tion reference is made to Appendix B hereto). They blasted 
each targot upon obtaining the approval of the looal Chinese 
o *v Tier. At the same time these teams have radioed frequent 
reports on enemy progress whioh were greatly noeded by the 
Uth Air Foroo, not only in attacking tho enemy but in 
scheduling its withdrawal. 033 personnel and materiel have 
also been emoloyed in the destruction of installations 
abandoned by the 14 th Air Foroo. The present plans of 033 
and the Uth Air Force oall for a continuation of this 
scorching campaign for the duration of tho current retreat. 
Moreover, Chinese personnel trained by (X33 will be left 
behind to conduct sabotage operations in the enemy rear. 

A modus ooerandi for future Chinese-American coopera¬ 
tion is believed to have been established by the manner in 
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wliioh these specialised American tasks hare been perforaod. 
In aany oases OSS teaas hare been able to furnish the 
Chinese ailitary their first denonstration of sodern tech- 
niaue in the fields of intelligence and daaolition. The 
Chinese hare assessed the practical gains acoruing fron 
Anerioan collaboration, and as they hare seen it carried 
through despite personal denser and hardship, respect has 
boen strengthened and teaswork iaprovod. The extent of 
these gains will beoooe apparent when projects now planned 
are put in execution.

UEMORANDOM FOR THE PRESIDED

We have just received by pouch a report of a conference 
vhich our representative i'x. Bernard Yarrow had with Subasio 
on 15 December 1944- This report supplements information 
forwarded to you in our previous memoranda. 

'Yesterday, December 15, I had a long discussion with 
Prine iuinister Subasic. Knowing him as I do for the last two 
years, I should like to soy that 1 am pretty certain that he 
spoke his mind to me and was utterly frank in those natters 
which he related. It is possible, of course, that he held back 
certain things from me but ry distinct impression was that he 
was truthful to me in accounting as ho did yesterday his views, 
feelings and ideas on those matters which he discussed with me 
for a period of four hours. 

"uhen Subasic got to Bari on hi 3 lost trip, he was met jy 
an official of the British foreign Office, Hr. Philin Broad. 
lx. 3road suggested that he accompany the Prime Minister on his 
trip to Yugoslavia, to Wiich the Prime Minister replied that he 
appreciated very mch the kindness of ilr. Broad to be of

assistance to him but he preferred to conduct his negotiations 
with Tito alone. He amplified his statement by saying that he 
did not wish it to be said among the Netional Committee of 
Liberation that he was traveling around with a British repre¬ 
sentative of the Foreign Office. Hr. Broad accepted the Prime 
Hinister's explanation in good grace and stated that he would 
not insist, of course, upon accompanying him. His only wish 
was to assist the Prime Minister in evory way he could. 

"The Prime minister related to me thet when he first got 
to Belgrade after its liberation he knew by that time that he 
was condemned on an alleged indictment that he was responsible 
% for the death of many conrunists, whom he interned before the 
O rmans advanced into Jugoslavia, because he did‘not release 
them in time. Instead of evading the issue, said the Prime 
minister, he delivered a two hour talk before the National Com¬ 
mittee of Liberation in the presence of Tito, who brought him 
into the Assembly. He told me how, efter the tvo hour talk, he 
convinced them that he was not responsible in any manner for the 
deaths at the hands of the Ocrmans. 

"He told then of his impressions of America and I could 
gather that he tried to give them the impression that he was 
REGRADED UNCLASSIFIED 
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very well acquainted with the policy of the American Government, 
has contacts with officials of that Government and would be in 
a position to handle Yugoslav affairs more successfully because 
of his presence in America for two years and the contacts es¬ 
tablished by him there. 

"The attitude of the members of the National Committee of 
Liberation towards him was, according to Subasic, most cautious 
and distant. He *eard rumors that they were regarding him as 
a spy and agent for King Peter II and were most uncommunicative 


with him. 

,r Pae Russians, during his stay in Belgrade, were exceedingly 
i cordial to him and showedevery sign of consideration and attention. 
He struck up a friendship with General Kornieff, who was the 
head of the Russian military mission in Yugoslavia. It was 
Kornieff vho had a large comfortable chair built in the Douglas 
plane vhich took him eventually from Belgrade to Rumania. Later 
on Subasic got to know and became very friendly with Colonel 
Uelnikoff, vho, although a colonel in rank, has more authority and 
Power, according to Subasic, than Genera: Kornieff. It was 
Kelnikoff who accompanied the Prime Linister to Russia when he 
undertook his trio to see Stalin. 
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"file Prime Minister related to me the fallowing incident: ^ 
Before his departure from Yugoslavia to Ploesti, General 
Kornieff asked him whether he would prefer to fly in a Russian 
or Yugoslav plane, that they were both of the Douglas nodel 
built in Russia. Kornieff 3aid he was asking the question be¬ 
cause on the Yugoslav plene there was the Red Star emblem. The 
Prime Minister replied to Kornieff that he did not mind the star 
as long as the ulane was a Yugoslav plane. 

'The Prime Linistcr spoke to me at length about Tito. He 
told no he found Tito to be exceedingly reasonable, that although 
he is a devoted communist by 'religion* he found no traces of his 
ideology as far as Yugoslavia is concerned, :e regards him 
# primarily as a Croat and a .good Yugoslav. Tito became exceedingly 
friendly to Subasic, according to his renort. 

"Tito told Subasic that he is surrounded by a bunch of in¬ 
competent persons who, although good communists at heart, know 
very little about how to handle affairs of state. He complained 
to him time and again the troubles they cause him by their 
ignorance and incompetence. Said Tito, 'You, Subasic, can be of 
the greatest assistance to ne and Yugoslavia. You can handle 
delicately and tactfully air relations with the western democra¬ 
cies and America. It is too bad that we 
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•■'o shall manage and make Yugoslavia in the future a happy demo¬ 
cratic state.' 

Tho Prime minister related to me that when he was brought 
by Major General Volobit to fugoalavie, it was to Vrsao whore 
Tito's headquarters wore located that ho was oaoortod. The 
General loft him in tho hall whore he waited for fiftoon minutes 
end when Tito came out he turned to Yelebit in great rage and 
said, '.,y instructions wore not to bring the Prime ilinistor to 
me. You always mix things up. You know that I wanted to oono 
and greet the .'riuo Uinistor at his villa instoud of his coning to 
no.' Tho Prime i! nistor oitod to mo that inoident os an oxampli 
of the respoot with which Tito is treating him. 3Io said that it 
was at Tito's request that ho saw Stalin. Ho statod that it was 
exoe dingly important for him to meet with Stalin and disousa with 
him in dotail tho 3tato of affairs of Yugoslavia and therefore 
ho took tho trip at Tito's request. 

"Another incident relatod to no by Subasic as proof of ’ito's 
trust in him was that the Prime ;:inister suggested to appoint 
iir. Ante Pavolio, formerly his secretary in Hew York, as Counsel 
leneral ana perhaps Minister in South Africa. Subasic told Tito 
that of course it was a bit enbcrrassiag to appoint it. Pavelic 
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to that post becau 80 ho bears the very same name as the Croatian 
quisling. Tito, however, dismissed that obataele saying, './hat 
difference does it sako i&at hia name is. If you find hia re¬ 
liable I shall appoint hia os ISnister to South Africa when I 
become Prime .dnister.' 

'Tney also discussed Sava ^osanovic. rhe Prime Liniater told 
fito that Kosanovio had been after hia for nany xontha imploring 
hia to appoint hia Anbaosador to the United States, fhe Prime 
..inister told Tito that he regards Fosanovic as a son who ia 
sick with 'aabitionitis' and that he would not qualify because 
of the port he played inAnericen politics arx>ag Americans of 
Yugoslav extraction. Tito readily agreed with him and accepted 
the Prime ilinistor's suggestion. 

"Pito told the Prime Minister that he is thinking of ap- 
oointing Anoric, the well-known Croatian poet vto served in various 
diplomatic posts in 7nri<W3 oountrios as the future Ambassador 
to the united States. 

"fito begged the Prime Minister to accept the portfolio of 
Minister of Foreign Affairs. According to the Prime Minister, 


Pito assured him that he will give him complete freedon of action 
and will be guided entirely in the field of foreign policy by

&ibasio's suggestions and ideas, rito told the Prime lanister 
that he is contemplating to cultivate the dose cooperation of 
the western democracies and America. 

'The Prime lanister told oc that he is determined to take 
a trip to Washington as soon as he assumes the portfolio of 
Uinistor of foreign Affairs. He will see the President and 
.Secretary of State and tr/ to convince then that Yugoslavia is 
determined to follow a polioy of a free and independent deaooratio 
state, that he will bring with him a group of specialists of 
industry and ooaa*rce of Yugoslavia with the thought of nakine 
arrangements for a comprehensive traoo treaty, 'tfe are', said 
the .'rime minister, 'looking towards America as the only country 
who can *it Yugoslavia on her feet, tfe shall attempt to attraot 
African capital by giving concessions because we know the 
American dovemnent has no imperialistic designs on Yugoslavia.' 

"Ho tola ne that Tito informed him that the jeraans discovered 
in Yugoslavia huge untap:«d Bines of a octal which haruons steel 
and makes it elastic, he did not know the equivalent of the r.aae 
in the English language. He told ne that the Joraans had developed 
it to a great extent curing their occupation and ne is planning 
to attract African capital to develop these mines to their utmost 







ho will never ursue a policy against the interest of Russia, 
will nevertheless attempt his utsost to build up a closer econoaie 
and diplomatic relationship between Yugoslavia and Greet 3ritain 
and the United States. 


"The xViae Minister told me that Tito was distressed a 
ooupie of weoks ago *en he received a letter fron Churchill, 
couched in the sharpest leakage he has ever received fron 
Churchill, dibasic told ne that he personally saw that letter 
and gave as the following account of sane: 

"It seems that Churchill recently sent a request to Tito for 
permission to lend several divisions of Anglo-American troops in 
western Croetia along tbe Dalmatia coast. Tito refused categor¬ 
ically to permit Anglo-American troops to land in Croatia, There¬ 
after Churchill sent his fanous letter to Tito in which he uo- 
braided Tito in no uncertain terms and told him that Allied troops 
can land vherever they wish if the military operations require it. 

"Tito, according to 3ubasic, ms terribly shaken up and 
distraught over the message and took the point of view that he 
wculd not give in to Churchill because he *.«s fearful, as he stated 
to Dubcsic, that the Croatian separatists ana all elei»nts in 
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Croatia vfao are against Tito, would seize upon the opportunity to 
separate fron Yu ‘oolaria. ?ito was very nervous thot the presence 
of Allied troopa in Croatia and ualnatia would jeopardize hia 
position and wwld afford the Croatian nationaliatio elements au 
opportunity to rally a-ainat the National Connitteo of Liberation. 

"Subosic told ne oonfidentid ly that he shared entirely 
Tito'a *>oint of view. he told me that he knows only too well 
that the Vatican is trying to organize a federation of Catholic 
states into whioh Crootia should be included and that he favors 
fito's feeling that Croatian separatists would avail thcasolves 
of the opportunity when the Allied troops lendod in Yugoslavia 
to march against tho Partisans. 

"Subasic told ae that Churchill was cxce dingly nervous and 
jitter/ ’.won ho left for -osoow but that he, Subaaic, ooula soo 
no other way onu hopes to pacify Churchill when he secs him. He 
vrill try to explain to him that ho dia it for one reason only: 
to cone to an agreement with Tito and that he needed Stalin’s 
hacking in dealing with the oenbers of the National Committee 
of Liberation. 

’In relating his story yesterday, jr. Subasic told ae that 
at the very beginning Stalin opened the conversation saying, 
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'You understand, Ivan Oiasioovio, (addressing hin in SLavio 
stylo, calling him by his first naao and the first naae of his 
father) that Churchill and I have agreed tosork out our arrange¬ 
ment on Yugoslavia on a fifty-fifty basis.' io said Stalin was 
very oautiou3 with hia when they spoke abcwt diploaatic natters, 


but again, the -Tiiae .hnister reiterated, Stalin warned him not 
to try to erailate Soviet Russia. Stalin allegedly said, 'You 
have not the territory of Hussie nor the neople of itussia. You 


are a snail country of snail landowners in the heart of Eurono. 
Yew will have to build your state uoon aeaocratic orinoiolos with 
equal representation for all the national grains of Yugoslavia. 
You will have to seek econonic assistance fron Ascrien the way 
wo here in Russia are nlaniing to do after the war is over.' 
Stalin, according to Subesic, spoke in 'very ;.«rn terns about the 
United States'. 

"i/isoussing the monarchy, Stalin .anted to know fron Subasic 


.•hat the oeoplo's feelings ore aboit King Peter, II. dibasic 
confided in ne for the first tine t.iat the hing is not oooilar 
in Croatia, lacoaonia and Slovenia but that he has some following, 
of course, in Serbia, anu that he tola this to Stalin. Stalin 


replied that he does not care whether there is a monarchy or a

republican form of -jovernaoat but no one should force the peonlo 
to accent e monarchy if they do not wish it. 


"Unon returning to Yugoslavia froa .^oscow, Subasio told me 
that his prestige went up tronondoualy in Yugoslavia. The readers 
of the National Conaitteo of Liberation who condemned hia first 
end treated him liko a sjy ond agent for iho nonarchy cade every 
effort to cultivate hia friendship. .;e told a> that he found 
an entirely different attitude vien ho returned to Yugoslavia. 

.’hat was one reason tfiy h" is glad that he took the trip to see 
Stalin. 

'Tito asked Subasic whether he would be tilling to accept 
Jcncral Velebit as Under-Secretary of foreign Affairs because that 
seemed to bo the wish of the National Committee of Liberation. 
Subasic told ae that he consented for the time being to have hin 
in the ministry of foreign Affairs as the Under-secretaiy but 
that he regretted taut ’ren^ral Velebit is entirely i-norant of 
the art of diplonacy and foreign policy. He related to ao that 
only the dty before yesterday he chastised Yelebit for issuing 
a atatonent about Yugoslavia and warned hia that he is a general 
and to 3tick to his profession instead of uiscussiag international 
affairs and to leave that business to aim, Subasic. 



'Jalking further to ae about Ning 
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ae in no uncertain terns that he regards King Peter'a ohanoos 
to return to Yugoslavia as absolutely nil. He said that he is 
convinced that King Peter will never return but added, 'Why 
should I destroy his hopes.' 

,r {o told me that in Yugoslavia they all talk about tho King 
being influenced by the Princess of Greece and know about tho 


Kin^s quarrels with his mother. 'The Greeks,• said Subasic, 
'wore never nopular in Yugoslavia. They still cannot forget that 
Olga, wife of Prinoo Paul, was a Greek Prinooss.' 

"Towards tho enu Subasio told mo that tho only thing that 
the King can do now, in his opinion, is to sign the agreement and 
that by signing tho agreement ho will arouse the sympathy of tho 
Yugoslav people because of the douses preventing him 1‘ron re¬ 
turning tp Yugoslavia. As time goss by he feels that sympathy 
for the King may bo translated into a strong movement for the 
Kins^s return. Phis latter statement acorns a uistinot contra¬ 


diction to his previous one when he stated that tho King will 
never return to Yugoslavia as its nomvroh. 

'Another ooint mentioned to me by Subasic was that Sutej, 
the present Minister of ?inanoe, is not included in the present 
list Of members of the future Cabinet because of Sutej's request 
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not to none him as a Cabinet iiiniater. 3utej requested to be 
sent ng Ambassador to Switzerland and Pito iiriioated his approval. 

"Jubasio disoussed in detail the attaoks of the Notional 
Committee of Liberation upon ilaook and he requested Pito to 
pronise him that when they liberate iiaoek ho, Subasio, will be 
tho first person to spool: to liaoek. Subagio promised in return 
to Pito that ho would exert every effort to keep Uaoek in lino 
with Subasio'a polioy and that if nooos3ary ho would request 
.:aook to appoint him uo hig suooessor. 


"Subasio further told no that ho received a request from 
the ^ueen i.other, liorie, to see her for she hod a letter for him 
from tho Princess of Montenegro. Subagic tola me that he ig 
Soiiy? to see her and have a good talk with her and try to impress 
upon her to stop quarrelling with iUnq Peter because that sit¬ 
uation is a bad example for tho country, -to will algo tell her 
not to undermine the authority of uin% Peter by intrigues with 
various politicians in on attempt to persuade them to plaoe 
Prince Jomislav on the throne instead of Peter. He will tell 
ucr, 3aid iubaaio, that by agitating against her own son she is 
unaorninin^ the whole nonarohy.

Long before I know anything about your present war aotivity I wish¬ 
ed to report to you abcut sone ideas I got after qy return from America 
in Hoy 1942. Already Sept. 17, 1914 I wrote to you the attached letter, 
but did not daro to forward it because of being still with the uernan 
Legation in Stockholn. 

Now I have broken away froc thee and having been encouraged by the 
American Military Attache for Air Colonel Hardison and after some dis¬ 
cussions with idr. Carlson, I beg you to accept rgr two messages. The 
letter of September 17, 1944 is certainly too Ion? for a aan with your 
responsibilities. It represents a kind of political confession and 
contains some detailed ideas abcut post-war cooperation between America 
and some people in defeated Jeraany. It does not need to bo read and 
I only add it for the reoord and for background material. It is by the 
7/ay a newly written copy of the old original letter which needed sone 
grammatical corrections, hr. Carlson has seen end road the original one. 

rhis additional short summary contains sone concrete proposals 
concerning a possible cooperation of ae in convincing ny aisled country- 
nan that continuation of the w at this stage means only senseless 
death and destruction. I aa feeling at ease with ny conscience because 
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I an since long convinced that Geraaqy is going to lose the war and 
that both the fate of the Geroan people and Europe is best safe¬ 
guarded by an American victory. 

four oastem ally has been doing quite successful propaganda work 
with the help of the socalled "National Committee of Goman Officers" 
in uoscow under the leadership of General von Seydlitz. facing defeat 
tho average Jeraan is presently wondering which side he should choose 
if the end is coming. 3eing bound by marriage and many other ties to 
America and the English-speaking world, I fool the urge to contribute 
from ay port that the Anglosoxon Powers should be the final winners. 

Fheee are ay proposals: 

1) 3ring mo to America and permit ne later to return to tho 
European fronts in order to influence piblic opinion in Gernany and 
even in tho frontlines by broadcasting to the lex-nan peyple. 3eing 
especially kno^n in aviation circles I have the idea not to talk to 
an anonymous crowd of Gernan radiolisteners, but to certain people well 
known to me and the German public. I might be more successful in in¬ 
fluencing the Gernan youth since ^ na * aeent something to then in the 
pre-war days. 

* aadre s3 for example the femeus and oopular wonan-pilot 
-anno Reitsch, to whoc I was since long close as an older brother and 
v.’i.o is now very influential behind the scenes of the German Luftwaffe- 
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Ceneralataff and who is Meting Hitler and Hinler. She is not a Nazi, 
but one of those extraordinary personalities tfio in an unsolfiah and 
moat idealistic way tries to save the oountry without realizing ifcat 
kind of gangsters Hitler end his orowd are. 

Others eight be Prof, losserachnitt, -ornier or Heiakel or nor 
foraer ohief in Washington lencral von Soettioher, who is now in Keitels 
staff. 

2 ) I would try to coarince then about the hopelessness of 
fighting on by giring then rind descriptions of the enormous American 
war effort. I could do that with aore authority than anybody else 
since aeny in qr audience know that I mis tha expert about the American 
aircraft industry from 1# to 1912. I would hare to be given the 
chance to visit American aircraft factories end would need permission 
to broadcast some of the enomexis produetion rwabers of airplanes. 

Phe conclu sioa the hopelessness to fight against such odds would 
be left to the listener. I could add qy own experiences how nobouy 
in the Jerman Aiministry wanted to listen to qr warnings about the 
coming American airpower when I returned to Jemany from the USA in 
~ay 1942. 

;) . would sake the Seraan people realize what atrocities 

have been committed in their name. In order to be convincing I aright 
be given the rather unpleasant chance to be eyewitness qyself by visit- 
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ing places in ftirope, where atrocities hare been committed, and broad¬ 
cast agr impressions right from the spot to (Jarmany, addressing again 
some well-known German, to whom I would guarantee the truthfulness of 
nr report. Phis systen would sake tho reports cuch more vivid and 
inpressive, to be compared with the >rnan Vroat-Berichterstatter" 
reports. The fact might seem incredible to tho American public that 
the ‘Jernan masses do not know moh about the atrocities done by the 
Gestapo and SS on Hitlers or Hi aiders orders. If the (Jernan peoplo 
are to be panished for it as a whole they should at loast in ridit 
time know whom to thank for it. 

4) 1 oould tell then how I syself changed from generally 
approving Hitler up to IHnehen 15# to doubting his sincerity in re¬ 
gard to keeping peace to the absolute conviction of his -^uilt for 
having wantonly started the war. Through 5/ keyposition as Assistant 
Military Attache for Air in /aahington from 19# til 1542, I was in 
tho best place to observe this development. Strange as it might sound 
to American ears, the German jwblic has been systematically propagandized 
to seriously believing that Germany \.-as in danger of sooner or later 
being attacked by the iestera Powers, if Hitler would not have started 
a "preventive" war in 1939. 

5) I wculd like to destroy the Hitler-legend, that the 
"International Je." has canaed the «r aid should be =ade the scpecoat 
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for all the world's troubles. I would have to Ret' permission to speak 
quite frankly about mistakes having been committed by some Jewish people 
in Germany after 1913, but how on the other hand Hitler's thesis was a 
produot of nis insane mind if not a oonsoious misleading of the masses 
in Germany in order to oonoontrate the inheront human discontentment 
(with sooial and eoonomioal conditions) on the Jews. 

o) Last not least I would like to destroy the old prejudices 
against Aaorioa, as "the oountry ruled by the Jews" or the oqually stupid 
slocan of "Uollar-Imporialisme" and the thoughtless talk about the 
oountry without Xultur. Instead I would tell them how I loarned to be¬ 
lieve the truth of tho Araerioan "We are the most idealistic nation in 
the world". And how Lublin-Vornichtungslager or Gestapo-methods are 
hardly any proofs that Germany of today has a olaim to the Kultur whioh 
a Goethe and Beethoven oreated more than e century ago. And how only 
by seoing tho own guilt and deciding to make good through sacrifices 
’•ermony could win a place among deoont nations again. 

7) Besides this activity as a radio-commentator I could 
possibly aot in an advisory capaoity concerning questions of propaganda 
and treatment of the average Gorman neople after Germany's defeat. 

riiere is one important consideration: In order to keep the confi¬ 
dence and trust of ny German audienoo I should be permitted to disouss 
nossible criticism from their sine in regard to published post-war 
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prograna of the Western Powers and prore to then out of sy own con¬ 
viction that nobody has seriously in Bind to annihilate then as a 
idiole. For oxanple givon a onesided pioture by 3osbbels propaganda 
the Jernan reaction to the Lorgenthau-plan of Bakin? larceny a purely 
agricultural country again was a strengthening of the will to fight on. 
In this respeot and also in regard to Lord Vansittards utteranoos I 
should be givon aaterial and chance to counter the disastrous offoots 
of suoh publications. Judging froa the effect of his stateaents on 
the leraan public Lord Yansittard has boon unfortunately quite helpful 
to Herr Joebbels propaganda. 

n'lat I want is to iaplant ay own confidence in the Ancrican sense 
of justice and fair play into the disparing and hopeless Qeraan nasses 
so that a real appeasenent with the ifcolehearted help of all deoent 
people in Jernaay should be Bade possible. This Bight help to deroot 
Nazism and prevent its going underground.

Dear General, SECRET 

Some tine ago a member of the American Legation staff in Stockholm 
made ae glad by giving me regards of you. Those greetings were n speoial 

joy for ae because they seoned to ae like a sign of fate that I should 

do what I was pondering and thinking about for a long tiao. lay I return 

the greetings you were kind enough to send to ae and express at the saao 

time ay thankfulness for your attitude of goodwill towards ae. 

Phis American acquaintance of mine had aakod ae if I would not like 
to write down soae of the things I had talked to him about. ”e encouraged 
ae to do it by telling ae that there would be groat interest on the Ameri¬ 
can side to hear opinions os nine. .« had boon talking one nitfit about 
what the oeople in Jercany were expoctin: fron the future. And I had said 
a few things about a these which seemed of the utno3t iaportanoe to me,

the question of how to sake it possible for Jarmans to cooperate whole¬ 
heartedly with you after ieraany's impending defeat. In other words how 
to make a peace, severe as it aright be, without driving the riiole of the 
lernan people into sullen opposition. If this theme would be of interest 
for you and those who want a lasting peace, nlease oerait ne to say a few 
things about it. 

I am speaking on ry own initiative, llo organization 3tcnds behind 
me. I have got no authority fron anyone to write to you about this 
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question of a Possible future cooperation between '-ernans and you 
Western powers. What made me think of you was first the kindness you 
showed me when I had the honor to meet you in the U.S.A. Besides you 
knew pre-war Cermany. fou studied it. You had Oenoan friends and you 
seemed not to have any projudioos against us. 

rhorofore, I was longing for a chance to talk to you before it was 
too late, as a solfappointed representative of the misled, patient, hard¬ 
working and suffering 'Jarman mnsses. heart nohod oach time I came 
back to Germany and I had to see these worn-out over-worked people 
patiently and obediently clodding on, without hope, without love for 
war or any more for Hitler. No chance of escape from the big nrison 
they voted for themselves. They were as badly deceived as were you 
foreign powers. How they have to go on, driven either by fear of Himmler 
or the sense of duty tov/ards their country. 

This duty towards our oountry keeps most of us going on and Hitler 
shields himself behind it. Con one desert one's country in war because 
it is run by gangsters? That is a question most Cernans will answer 
with 'no'. 

" e face a disasterous end soon, ./hat constructive coulc be done 

no v/? 

Permit me to tell you what I experienced and felt since I cane 
back from the U.S.A. in ..;ay 1942: that America has the biggest chance 
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to find cooperation of the little nan in Otnuqr after it is all over. 
I experienced how nice everybody oae to =y Aaerican-born wife, rfio 
could hardly apeak one word of Jeraan, tfien we arrived. :iow eagerly 
everybody inquired about America, how frankly nany people acknowledged 
Anerican superiority in nany respects. After people had had a ohance 
to hear aore about Aaerica than they had heard in the last ten years 
they often ndnitted that the Aaerican way of living and doing things 
seened better than their own. Sven the boldness and discipline of 
Aaerican daylight attacks aro presently discussed by the little mn in 
lernany with a hidden adairation and without personal resentaent or 
hatred. (Excepting nacMneguming civilians froa the air. fortunately 
it seens to have stopped. Its continuation would have oreated real 
hatred.) 

7ne little can in Jermay has pinned his last hope and faith on 
Anerica. hany lemans have dared to disouss privately with me the inr 
pondin: defeat. tt»n the future aspects soeaed uttorly hopeless and 
disastrous, aost of thea expressed the hope, that Aaerice woulp not 
permit "things to go so far". I plead not to disappoint these 
hopes too badly? ?he Ternan people do not expect love and kindness, 
out they hope for decent treatment froa you, severe os it night be. 

3ne day you Americans will heva-Jo deal with the little aen in 
’-ernany. I an one of then, but I en one of those few who know both 
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sides. Therefore I feel the right to write this letter. Sven though 
I felt kind of estranged to hoseland when I oa» back fron America 
in .i»y 1942. I an interested in the fate of the lernan people, because 
of the old law that blocfl is thioker than water. On the other hand I 
like Aaerica very such. I an tied to Anerica by being carried to an 
Aaerican girl, In the peat it has been ay greatest desire to end ay 
days as an Aaerican citizen. (I inquired about Aaerican oitizonahip 
in July 1%U at Lawyer toward LeRoy, ..aahington, L. C., 14th and 0 
Street, tie still has paper about it.) tor has foroed ae to take the 
rood of duty towards the country of birth. 

Ibr people are facing the greatest disaster in all their sod history. 
I oa standing in between the two caaps. Jhot constructive could be done 
now? Please permit ae to continue this in the forn of a self-annlysi3. 
iou aay consider, that all loraoas who would be willing to cooperate 
later are faced with the sane problea as I. Therefore one can quite 
well ’enoralize the ideas, rfiieh I prefer to describe fron ay personal 
point of view. 

Looking forward to nn early end of the war I an facing a deoision 
in three alternatives: should I choose to cooperate 

1) either in Western Tenany, occupied by the Anglo-Aaerican forces 

2) or in Eastern leraany, under 3oriet rule, 

3) or should 1 choose to seek refuge in Sweden? 
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I aenfcion this third alternative because I want to make it clear 
that I do not feel myself hopelessly bound to the fate of the German 
people. I have no more dose relatives or any personal friends in 
formany. .’Jy name an a pilot night give me a ohanoe to begin a new 
lite, in aweden as a free man rather than as a subjoot in a oountry 
ruled by foreign powers. I mention this beoouao it night be nooossory 
to prove that I an not pleading so muoh for ny own sako as from the 
sinoore desire to holp bringing a lasting peaoo. 

After formany should be oooupied by Allied troops in the '.Vest and 
Soviet troops in the Bast there seems to bo not inch ohanoe for any 
forman to ohoose his own way. Still our own bod experiences during 
this war showed us that one cannot rile a nation by foroe alone. Bven 
the oonqueror will nnod cooperation. It is only the quostion if one 
wonts 'Quislings or deoent noople to cooperate with. 

Tie forman neople of t\o lower olasses night tend more to the Soviet 
union. Phe Soviet Union oan promise to treat thon more os new members 
in their community of workers and farmers than as onecy aliens. Phore 
night be oven quito a number of people in the class of intellectuals 
and former offioors, who would see a better ohanoe for survival of the 
ierman race within the frame of the Soviet Union. Such tendencies are 
created by the fear that :/estern nations might follow Yaasittart ideas. 
Suoh people are not necessarily irresponsible daperados but non who love 
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their people acre than the class they belong to. 

On the other hand Haai propaganda has created a widespread fear 
of Soviet Russia. How rxich thero is roason for this fear renains to 
be seon. For most of our people there is onoagh despair aocuzulated 
to make then indifferent to under rfiich flag they will continue to 
livo, if they only could lire decently again. Especially the Nazi- 
educated youth night easily turn to the somehow familiar fora of Soviet- 
governnent if there would not be any future for then unier Teatern rule. 
:iere I see America's bi^st chance to be the real winner. There is 
no general hatred yet of Aaorioa and England. No bombing attacks, no 
Jdbbels propaganda have been able yet to create this hatred. 

You can beat up a aaa in a fight, you might iaprison hia for his 
misdeeds, you night sake hia poor and work hard, lie will not nooessarily 
hate you for that, .»ar is war and awful things have been loaded on 
the oonsoience of tho Joraan people. Hut huniliato a aen tfjo is your 
prisoner; let his fanily starve, ^iile they are in your hands; expose 
hia in his helplessness to the revengeful cmelties of his neighbours 
and you will implant a terrible deep hatred. A hatred born out of 
despair. A hatred which would prefer to see himself rather drowned 
together with the responsible ones in the big flood of disaster than 
continue a dishonored slave-existence. 

Oh, that America should see her chancel Sot only our soil, our 
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cities and plants have been plowed open by your boaba, but our souls too. 
'./e are sinking to the lowest level of hope, we are ready to grasp the 
straw in the rising flood of disaster, we, the littlo ms of Ternary. /e 
know that you America beat us, not the Soviet Union, four strength backed 
thea all. few have now the responsibility for the future peaoo! 

The Nazis are done for. Oar whole loading olass has failed, in¬ 
cluding the arrogant narrow-minded officors-oaat. rhe most awful crimes 
of the ..azis (Lublin, are still unknown to the 3eroan masses. (rhe 
faots as piblished in "Tine -agazine" 11th Septenber 1944. page 17, 
with the heading ".urder, Inc." would be better propaganda in Ternany 
against the ..'azis than anything else.) ^ost of us tried not to see 
this horrible spot on the Jeraan name, when we heard rumours of those 
unequalled orines. Lost of us were horrified, not so aioh from fear 
oi revenge, but froa deeply fait shame, i/hon conversation aaong lernans 
coaes to this subject one avoids the other one's eyes. After a horror- 
stricken pause follows always the question: "liow is it possible to 
find leraan aen to do such things?" i'ardon me - this is no arrogance. 

:dut ever/ nation tries to think itself being composed predoainantly of 
decent people. 

Jeraan newspapers have never published descriptions of the often 
sadistically oruel methods the lestapo applied in trying to hold opposi¬ 
tion down in the occupied countries. Ho docent '-eraan approves of 
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these lestapo crises when he hears of thea. Jar propaganda has created 
tho iaprossion as if such things were done with knowledge and approval 
of our whole nation and that one should punish all hernans for that. 
Publio opinion in the world has oonoluded that cruelty is inherent to 
the Jeraan character. It is difficult to counteract the effeots whioh 
q longlasting propaganda campaign has created. Uay I be permitted only 
to point cm t two examples in defense of ay oooplo. 

First: bo the American people have the iaprossion that the Aneri- 
oan oitizon of Jeraan birth or extraction has shown worse oharaotoristios 
than others? I ayself have found that one judges the Jeraan ianigrant 
in the U.3.A. neatly as an orderly and law-abiding citizen. 

Seooad: -on choose their professions according to their inclination, 
rherefore I think that people who have chosen to be Oestapo agents are 
predominantly of two types,* political fanatics or sadistic madmen. On 
the other side the Jerwan army is formed by the average lerasn. 'ihen I 
followed the Aaerican newspaper-reports about the conquests of Norway 
and France in 1340, I never found any roport about atrocities on the 

t 

part of the '-eraan soldier. On the contrary as long as the oooupied 
caintries wore under emy rule, things seeasd to go along quite alright. 
Only after the ..'azi Civil adaini strati on took over trouble started, 
would it be fair to let a whole nation suffer as punishnent for 


the crines of sore fanatics? 
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that the 3orr.nn people oould be quite easily won over to oooporate 
wholeheartedly with you by telling them \*iat crimes have been comnitted 
in their nano, Hiis would be the best safeguard against the danger of 
.lazi organization going underground. And in ray opinion this oounter- 
propaganda should be left ohiofly to Sermons, who aro thinking like I do. 

Let people like me, who know both oidos, go to work and doatroy the 
baoio ideas of the .'azi irroligion, above all the fundamental dogma: 

"We Juden sind an allon aohuld!" ("The Jews ore behind all trouble.") 
Lot us provo to cur people how Hitler's madnoss showed itself foreaoatly 
on this point. Let us destroy Hitler's prestige slowly and logioally, 
not by nero counter-propaganda, whioh paints everything black whoro 
oven I still could see some good. Even though poople aro now fod up 
vrith Hitler booause ho lod then into disaster, they will always ronenber 
his good performances of pre-war times. Enough well-known Amoricons 
have formerly gone on record like William Knutson \rith his: "Teraany 
is tho miracle of the 20th century", when he returned fron Europe some¬ 
time beforo the war. 

Nothing will oonquer underground organization easier than docent 
treatment and soft-3poken, logically destroying critic of Hitler and 
his aad ideas. Leave it ohiefly to Jeraans to paint him to our masses 
as an ambiguous personality - genius and madness mixes, with madness 
slowly getting the upper hand. This will logically explain the cause 
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of his career and our fate. I aa sure that thia would lead to a6re 
success, in fighting the i.'azi idealogy than any other propaganda methods. 
Before Hitler's ideas have not died out in the Jarman hearts, they would 
not be open to aooeptins democracy. In other words you should give the 
medium time to get the mad aagioian off his suboonsoionoo. 

But what do I mean with decent treatment? Very little from your 
point of view. (Xir people live on the very ainiaim level of existence 
compared with Western nations. Shat is filling the twenty-four hours 
of their day? fwelve to fourteen hours' work with additional hours to 
malce the distance between hone and working olace. 7 ood just enough to 
keep going, nothing to buy. Homo destroyed. Zanily scattered or de¬ 
stroyed through evacuation, war duty, bombs, or death on the battle¬ 
field. iio hope for the Ihture.

People who have sunk so low in despair will appreciate enormously 

■ 

if one gives them the slightest hope. They will be contented with very 

little. 

?irst of all: don't let our people starve. Don't let our masses 
intentionally or by gross mismanagement suffer from hunger. Do not 
listen to revengeful voices, who wuld like to see that happen. I know 
we have no clean record everywhere. In Poland and with millions of 
Russian prisoners of war awful starvation have happened. There is 
reason to suspect that aich starvation happened partly with bad intention 
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on part of the Maxis. Tlhen ycu are going to punish the responsible 
ones, m will wholeheartedly help ycu so that they should set their • 
thousandfold deserved punishment. Please hold against the revengeful 
voioos the acknowledged fact that your troops were surprised not to 
find a starving Birope during the rooent invasion, and I know that 
they will not find it either in the rest of Birope to be liberated. 
Sreeoe and sometimes Norway went through bad times of hunger and 
scarcity, predominantly because of boing dependent on grain imports. 

Secondly: keep ordor, be it with iron fist against everybody who 
opposes. Let the few good things the Nazis set up continue: the 
present rationing systea with the obligation for the farmer to guarentoo 
the nutrition of the nation. The new agricultural legislation, which 
gives the farmer guarantees against being dispossessed by unscrupulous 
bankers. The general Labour service of all young people with its 
equalizing effect on sooial prejudices. Let the leraan Labour Jervioe 
caaps be nn by American C.S.C. caap officers. Phis would give you the 
best ohanoe to get educational influence and prevent secret military 
training. Let the social organizations li.ce "Kraft aurch freude", 
"Volkswohlfart" and the Sooial Security Institutions of pre-iitler time 
like Angestellten-, Kranktn- und Invaliden Versiohsrung continue. 

CXir people are accustomed to be governed by stem authority. You 
will have no difficulties with then - if - if order weans also oroteotion 
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against violenoe, insult and humiliation from whiohever side, bo it 
from your own foroes or from the rovongeful ohauvinista among your 
allies. If some 'lernans have learnod to hate ?renohmnn and Poles, they 
have in mind humiliations under the ?renoh occupation (Pronoh Rhineland 
occupation 19l8 to 1942. .'.'ogro troops polioing the Rhinelands, assault 
on women and many humiliating incidents.) and Polish atrooities commit¬ 
ted against Oorman minorities in 1939. (In the first days of September 
1939 wore 8,000 men, women and ohildron slaughtorod by the Polish mob 
in the frontier aroa.) 

Help both our neighbors and us to forgot our hates and rosontmonts 
by holding us opart. You aro welcome to do this holding opart for many 
years to cone. It would bo the only cure of this evil and it would 
give you the ohanoe to 

fhird: educate our nooplo to be politically grown-up members of 
.I'estern civilization. T know we are not and nnny of us foel the sane. 

I noant this when I said that our souls aro laid open. They havo been 
bombed and battered open, the soil of our souls ha3 boon worn loose by 
worries and sorrow, by blood, tears end sweat just the sane. Ho more 
8elfconfidence, no more trust in our own ability to lead our3olves. 
iparod dishonorable treatment the little men of Germany will be vory 
eager to aocept new ideas and outlooks. 

Phe average ’rernqn’s state of mind today is expressed by what a 
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successful lorman airoraft nnnufaoturor said to no a few days ago 
after wo have been discussing things along those linos: "jas Lsutsohe 
Volk hat auf der ganzen Linie versagt". ("The German pooplo have 
failed on tho v/hole lino”.) In sad variation to the lerman revolutionist 
Soheidenonn's triumphant words, November 11, l*Jl3: "Don Deutsohe Polk 
hat auf der ganzon Linie gesiegt”. ('The Carman people have won on tho 
whole line”.) rhe nan vho said this was no pessimist in genoral cut- 
look. Ie simply stated what wo all fool innermost. 

Wb bcsn to see our weaknesses whioh would make U3 unoblo to suocood 
on England's placo ovon if viotory should have given us a chance. And 
here too nay I plead to leave it to U3 Germans, who agroo with you about 
the neoossity of reeducation. One accepts easier oriticism from rela¬ 
tives than from cutsido one's family. 

V/e bgn to see our inherent fa-ilfo: militarism, misinterpreted 
Nietsohe ideas, byzantinic bowing and subjecting onoself to the solf- 
imoosed authority, ovoromphasized solfoonfidonee, born out of an 
historic inferiority complex and laok of civil courage. Preference to 
bullying, instead of soft-spoken insistence helped by appeals to reason 
when lending neople. The tendenoy to see the guilt for our own unhappy 
history not enough where it lies: at our own door. lau our ancestors 
better not been fighting each other thirty years for slight aifforonoe3 
of how to pray to our Lord', had our different tribes better unified 
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at tho 3OC0 timo whon England and France were formed by originally 
opposing tribes. We should learn to see tho blano for our troubles 
in history and in prosent times more in our own oharaoter than at our 
so-called outside enoaios. 

The latest and worst example to Gorman extromism vmo the gruosone 
"Verniohtungslagor" near Lublin, \rfioro many thousands of Jewish people 
fell viotim to the insane antisemitio ideas of Hitler. All Hermann who 
will hoar of those unheard of orinea will fool the anno reaction I felt 
xvhen I heard rumors about it in Juno 1542. I began to dospiso Hitler 
for this because ho made me i’eol ashamed of boing a German, whenovor I 
thought about this. 

Tho persecutions of tho Jewish pooplo under Hitler had taken these 
violent forms only after war started, lie hod promised to annihilate the 
Jewish people in Huropo if they would "manage to got tho war against 
Joroany startod". He put his insane theory into terrible praxis. 

As ’one result one oan state that Antisemitism is on its lowest 
point in Germany now. Tho hatred of iitlor and his crimes against 
the unfortunate Jemah people have nade many regret that their resent¬ 
ment of 3ome Jewish mistakes had formerly led them to give aoproval to 
Hitlor's antisemitio teachings. 

•/oil, there are generations to bo re-educated along those lines 
but let aa do it together with thoso of you too inspire confidence in 
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their goodwill to air mislead unfortunate people. Never doubt that 
many of us who know a little noro of thia globe than stanpsized Germany 
will gladly help you. 

If there is a bad spirit found in our oountry, it is to be oonparod 
with the spirit of a mono-maniac, who has been living too long time se- 
oludely in the attio, loosing himself into onosidod idoas and suddonly 
appears in the streets running amok. Running amok with the oonviotion 
of the maniac that he alone is right, that his ideas ore superior, won 
out of obstruct thinking. What I mean is the fatal Jorraon tondoncy to 
loose oneself noro than 100^ to some onosidod idea and trying to vorify 
such radical ideas by all moans. 3e it on the field of politics, re¬ 
ligion, socialistic experiments or race projudioos. To make it door: 

I do not say that this is the spirit of all Germans, but it is a disease

to bo found among 'reman pdople of a certain nationdistic and anti¬ 
democratic cduoationd background, fhis bad spirit dies fast in most 
overy infectod German soul, vhen the soul i3 aired long enough under 
the sun of odvenced foreign oountrie3 like the commity of English- 
speaking nations. -Lot us try to "air” the future leadors of Germany 
long enough in this seductive climate of fine bdanoe between oersond 
freedom and governing authority as found especially in the U.S.A. (There 
is only one danger: that tho student night prefer to stay forovor.) 

fourth: permit me to 3ay: let our tribes stay in one unit, colony, 
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dominion, nation or whatever name you are going to give tho new Germany, 
rhia is the only political propoaal of ny latter. The reasons aro vary

rho roots of this dosiro of unification have grown deoply in nearly 
ovory Gorman soul. '.litlor's following itow enormously when one saw him 
unifying all 'Gorman speaking people into Greater Germany.

Then ho would cone out 
again and bo the Kaiser of all Germans as before. All the longing for 
political unification is expressed in this very beloved saga. There 
was no imperialism hidden in the 'lyffh«U3er cave. All-Deutsohe and 
Tazis added this later.) Wien to Ganburg, from Sudetenlend to Saar, 
including janzig. Please let U3 stay togothor as a beaten peoplo during 
the coming years of being your warden and later as a cured memoor in the 
family of nations, fou will take tho wind out of the sails to German 
nationalism, its main desiro being satisfied. 
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I* thlfl ia ^filled there eould be baaio agreement from our 
side to your politioal solution Caterer it wight be: take over our 
governnent and decido conplete diaarnanent for nany years to cone! 

-e, the people, trill only be thankful. host of ua do not like to bo 
soldiers, Uliterien was bred by evil spirits and ailitarisn itself 
eduoated evil spirits into leraan yough: byzantinisa, uniforn oraze 
vto counteract one's inferiority complex), arrogance hand in hand 
with ignorance, splendor instead of spirit, self-indulgence and in¬ 
tolerance instead of free discussion, To and erradicate these ovils 
and wo will gladly help you too. 

/ith above I do not nean to insult the Toman soldiers of all 
ranks, who fought and died in two wars. They were noetly civilians 
at heart, and only did their duty to the bitter end. 3ut there is 
plenty of roasoa and lots of aatorial accuaileted to justify if ono 
would destroy once and for all the prestige of Jeraan Tenoral Staff 
o-:icers - of this clique, of this concentrated extract of personified 
Prussian ailitarisn. I have experienced their weaknesses, thoir vanity, 
their reckless judgement about the enezy and his strength, thoir 
•'Ceistiger iochnut" (Jeistiger .'ochait - spiritual arrogence, not 
necessarily the nlucp arrogance of the stupid.) their lack of courage 
toward their superior, which showed itself especially by the frequent 
oaission to report unpleasant truths to Toering and the ?ffhrer.

3o when war broke out most of our 
peoplo bolievod it a preventive war and most of thon believo this 
still today. 


Jear Gonoral, theso are rv ideas to tho question of Romany's 
treat rant after the war. Thore will be many dernans who will be willing 
to give a v/holehoarted cooperation fron the very day the war ends. In 
all modesty I want to point ait that this our cooperation could only be 
oxpeoted if our conscience allows us to give it wholeheartedly. If you 
want Quislings, you will find then plenty I am afraid. There are a 
great number of potential ’’'Quislings'' among us. tot they will not be 
of mch real help, ,/e had a ohance to learn this lesson. If you want 
our help, please seo to it that at least the desire for food and decent 
treatment may be fulfilled. If you nt to win over the Jeraan masse;

W© received the following cable from our representa- 
tive in Belgrade which we believe will be of interest to you: 

■1. Conduct of Russian troops in Belgrade con¬ 
tinues to disturb many local inhobitanta. Some of 
the latter who were enthusiastic about 'Glorious Red 
Army* oro now dismayed at 'uncivilized' behavior of 
troops. Theft, invasion private homes, disorderly 
conduct not uncommon. Rumors of rape widespread. 

V'hile in daylight there is some drunkenness but 
little disorder, at night when identification more 
difficult numerous' shootings by and of partisun 
guards and patrols, who enforce curfew with light 
triggers. For example, several nights ago Russian 
so.dier shot and killed by garage guard at our 

f 

quarters. Last night unknown persons shot and 
killed the guard and made off with jeeo not ours. 

Two incidents not considered connected but are in¬ 
dicative of the local situation. 
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Higher Soviet Command but despite severe, strictly 
imposed, penalties must be exceedingly difficult 
control these men who have been fighting three years 
under the most primitive conditions. Many junior 
officers and men with whom source has talked are thea r 
selves aware of their falling standards and when 
drunk apt to bemoan loss of their once vaunted 
'culture'. At all events, there is a marxed con¬ 
trast between Soviet occupation troops in Iran in 
1941 and 1942 and that prevailing here now. One 
can but wonder how they will behave once they have 
left friendly liberated Jugoslavia and have occupied 
Germany itself.■

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MEMORANDUM FOR THE PRESIDENT 


As I am leaving today, I wanted to let you know of the 
present stutui of the meraorunduni proposing the establishment of 
a central intelligence ervice. 

It was referred by the JCS to the J1C for comment and rec¬ 
ommendation through the Joint Strategic Survey Committee. 

The J1C Committee hoa produced two counter proposals: 
one by representatives of the military agencies and the other by 
representatives of State, FEA, and OSS. These two counter nro- 
oosals differ from ouch other ao fund.jaontally in c. proach, con¬ 
cept, and scope as to bo irreconcilable. 

Both papers are to be presented to the Joint Strategic 
Survey Committee. The pro osal of the civilian agencies closely 
follors the original pro osal to you. It is bas»d upon the 
premise that the end product of intelligence activity oust be 
a complete synthesized estimate upon which -olicy i.ith re. ect 
to the national security je a whole may be safely baaed. 

Vhile a proving the . ppointment of the Director by the iTesi- 
dent, as suggested by me, the civilian paper would hove the Di¬ 


rector instead of reporting to the President, re orting to the 




Bon'd, cons it ting of the Secretaries of Itor, State, and Navy. 

The Board vould set the policies but the Director would have the 
administrative ower to carry them out. 

The proposal of the military members is not yet finalized. 

. a nov. drafted it evades early action. It is concerned primarily 
with national security in Us nurro?. cenne. Strictly military in 
its concept, it a proachen the problem of providing national 
policy intelligence from the departmental point of view. It 
nrovidea for i. rinimu) of Centralization and ao undertake: to re¬ 
strict the authority of the Director whom they wish a pointed by 
the Cabinet Secretaries, acting jointly. 

The effect of this ->aner would eliminate little of tho exist¬ 
ing confusion. At the request of the Strategic Survey lord 1 
appeared before it «nd ex 1* ined the theory underlying the primary 
pener end the Banner of administration. 

From the questions end comraenti of the members, I Judge 
that they recognize the necessity of establishing such a sy. tem 
tut once the Director is auoointed by the President they ask that 
he report to the Eoard rather than to the President. The ground 
taken is the in dvi: bility of having so many individual agencies 
re orting directly to the .-resident. 1 stated that this v.as a 
matter for Presidential decision. 

Also they expressc-d the viev that they would like to have 
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all three of the Chiofe of Staff as menbers of the Board. I 
offered no objections to this but insisted that, whatever the 
composition of the Board, the Dirootor bo free administratively 
to run his job, responsible as is a general monomer to a Board 
of directors. I talked also to 3tate about this and they fool 
they must be consulted in the selection of tho Director. 

In discussing this matter with rosponsiblo offioers in tho 
intelligence field I have been surprised at their laok of under¬ 
standing of the neoossity for a sound intelligence organization, 
on organization comprising a central service in whioh career 
officers ana oivilian experts working together synthesize all 
available intelligence on tho polioy level, and estimate, boforo 
the evont, political ana military developments.

RECEIVED IN PLAIN TEXT 
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1. It is rumorod that, durlnc a rooent meet Inc with Hisnler and 
oortain military chiefs, von Rundatodt proposed to make Kesoolrinc 


oomandor-irv-chief of tho whole southern front and Uodol oannander-in- 
ohief of tho whole eastern front with oom>lete powor to take all neoosaary 
decisions. Von Rundstodt*a plan also foresaw a ouprone war oounoll, in¬ 
cluding tho three above-mentioned oonnandors-in-ohlef, together with 
Hiimlor as ohiof of tho home forooa. This plan was said to have met with 
stubborn opposition in oertoin Hasl oirolos headed by Bomann. Boraann 
and his frlonds bo Hove that the quadrumvirate would propare poaoo negctl- 
ationa and, undor tho prooont olroumotancoa, even a ooup d'etat. (End of 
report.) This roport, in tho above form, is to bo taken with a cood deal 
of roaorvo. It seems unlikely that any suoh plan, which apparently would 
side-track both Oudorion and Brauohitaoh, would be adopted. However, the 
rumor is interestine as possibly Indioatinc a belated German move to at¬ 
tempt to create a unified supreme authority for tho various arny fronts, 
some thine which Germany undor Hitler has never really had. 

2. Here is a suaaary of an artiole whioh appeared in the v/oltwocho 
yesterday. It relates to tho rooont German offensive. 

Rundotodt's tanks have penetrated deeply Into Luxembourg and Bel- 
Cium. There Is again creat optimism in Berlin. We do not believe it is 
Justified. In every tragedy there la a period of delay. Oermany la now in 
the midst of this period. The crisis In tho ranks of tho Allies Booms to 
offer a ohanoe of a soparate peace or, at least, a favorable outcome of 
tho war. Just what thio chanoo amounts to can be learnod from German in¬ 
dustrialists aeeklnc asylum for thouoolvos and thoir families in Switior- 
land. Tho curious thine is that these industrialists do not groatly fear 
tho S3, although the lattor are particularly busy hunting down big in¬ 
dustrial magnates suspected of defeatism. But they are most won* led about 
what they oall the inevitable ooUapso of the Hast regime. These people 
really know what ohanoe Ooroony has In spite of Rundatodt*a offonaive. 

The system of transport lias been crippled to an unbollovablo extent by 
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the bombings of rooont weeks. The production of arms le steadily sinking, 
dospite tho construct Ion of many underground plants. Tho natorlel now 
being thrown Into battle on the western front and In Hungary constitutes 
tho last reserve saved up for tho moment when the advoruory shows signs 
of dloapoolnt:ient in tlu failure to wind up tho war* and divergence of 


opinion cones ruing world political problons became rif o. Berlin is well 
lnforLwd on tliose matt *rs, despite ite moderate intoUlgonoe sorvioo, oa 


the Allioe i to no socret of them. 

Thus tho Reioh has dooided to play what may be Its last cord, and 
it la a dangorous ono — more dangoroua to Germany than to tho Allies. 
jUst as tho seorot weapons In the end only aroused ponfc-up hatred of 
Oormany, ao will th/ new offonaive only strengthen the determination of 
the Uni tod Nations so treat Germany with oeverlty when the war Is won. 

Tho moat Important offeat achieved by the :ia£ s In prolonging their 
reslatanoe was to waken the position of tlw friends of Germany In the 
Allied camp, without the blttornoss provokod by tho V-l and V-2, Churchill 
would never have advooated oponly tho disnonborment of Germany, nor oould 
Bldault doioan 1 the Rhineland for France, except for tho discovery of the 
atrocltloa committed by tho Gostapo in Franco and tho gonoral disappoint¬ 
ment at tho prolo:igation of the weary war. P.ven on tho Russian sido, Ilya 
Khronburg wrote, ahen ho saw the Germans' death oells, "7.'e Russians hare • 
always been ablo to make friends with our or.onloa. Our soldiers playod 
with tho children of Hapoloon'a men in Parle. But how can wo play with 
monsters now'" 

In view of auoh bitter fooling, whet effect Is Rundotedt’a offonaive 
going to have, no matter how successful? Kven if ho roaohos the Channel 
and Antwerp, which oeetrs improbable, no deoiaive effect would be gainod. 

It is truo that both tho Anglo-Saxons and tho Ru.ialano aro aooowhat tirod 
of tho war, but, if tho Gorman monaoo ccraoa noarer, there would bo an ond 
to that. In tlie noro likely event of Rur.datedt's falling to attain his ob¬ 
jective, there would onsue a new and probably mortal wool coning of Germany's 
power and the vory exhaustion of her reserves, which tho Alllos have 
been trying to ichlovo during tho last throo months. Thoro nay bo on ond 
of terror Instead cf terror without ond. It is oortaln that Rundstodt'a 
offensive If to bo taken vory neriously, but we do not bo Hove tliat In tho 
end, dosplt.t tho oucooca which they liave, it will amount to anything more 
than a ootunt of do lay. And, if fcho drive fails, it is likely that the 
end of the war would oorao ooro suddenly than any on3 bollovoa. In 1910, 
tho Larch I!ay offensives of the Germans were very successful, but 
they wero followed four months later by Ludendorff's demand for on arml- 
stioe i** forty-eight hours. 

Sore la a report from a well-Informed neutral obaorvor who arrivod 
Vjro from Hungary a few days ago. Tho operations on tho Hung*' lark-Slovak 



next day the Qcaramna will oome alone with thirty tanks and turn thorn 
out. 3uoh operations as this havo boon coinc on now for lone enough to 
make people on tbo spot wonder whether the Russians hare any serious in¬ 
tention of breaking through the Oaroan Una, rep r emit od, rou^^hly speak¬ 
ing, by the Tatra and the Slovak mountain range down to the Danube, then 
into Pest and its suburbs, then the marshlands, and then Lake Da la ton to 
the West. 

• Budapoot hA8 boon powerfully organlsedfon the kind of dofense put 
up at Stalingrad, and the gaps between tho mountain, Budapest, and Like 
Balaton are not very wide, and, - wen so, they hold bastions of considerable 
defensive value. 

This report has the followix^j item about Hal lay. The Turks ro- 
fusod the ccmand to deliver hla up until after the Turkish Location of 
Sofia, wliero Plloff had taken refuge, handed Piloff ovor to tho Ruoolans. 
Then Ssalaay renewed his dooandn, pointing to this preoodont. The Turks 
at Budapest put the quo at ion to r%allay who, be Inc f*oed by Robson's 
oholoe, rollevod tho Turks of their prcoalso not to put hla out. Bo warn 
taken in oharge by Ssalasy's polios, and no one outside of Ssalasv's 
inner rlnc knows what has happonod to hla.

Memorandum for the President* 


The followlnj Information, dated 23 December, la a 
summary of intelligence gathered during e two-weeks trip through 
Transylvania and the RuunUn Banat by the 0B8 representative In 
Bucharest* 

The Jurisdiction of the Buoharest Government extends 
at present only to the line of the Vienna award /{he northern 
portion of Transylvania, which was awarded to Hungary by Ger¬ 
many in 19407. Throughout Transylvania and the Rumanian Banat 
two sets of 8ovlet officials were encountered. Bed Amy colo¬ 
nels representing the Allied Control Commission were located In 
,the larger cities of Cluj, Arad, Timisoara, and filblu. Town 
commanders, usually low-ranking officers of the 8econd Ukrain¬ 
ian aray, are responsible for the maintenance of the Soviet 
military. All local natters apparently were left in the hands 
of local Rumanian authorities. The Soviets report no local dif¬ 
ficulties in obtaining fulfillment of the armistice terns. How¬ 
ever, epuratlon la procedlng slowly, allegedly because of the 
lack of cooperation froa the Ministry of Interior In Bucharest, 
and only unimportant members of the Fascist Iron Guard have 


been arrested. 
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■o evidence m found of a Soviet lntantlon perma¬ 
nently to aaparata northern Transylvania fro® Rumania. It 
appears generally agreed by local Informants that the Rumanian 
authorities first sent to northern Transylvania by the Bucha¬ 
rest Oovemment were expelled by the Soviets because they armed 
the Rumanians and Incited them against the local Hungarian pop¬ 
ulation. Contrary to charges made In government olroles In 
Bucharest, the present local functionaries are not wholly Hun¬ 
garian or Communist. In Cluj, for example, the mayor and pre¬ 
fect are Rumanians, the vice-mayor and subprefeot Hungarians. 
Although In some villages elections have been held by secret 
ballot. In other centers the process of election by acclamation 
has been adopted, allegedly because of the lack of voting lists. 
Appointees by the latter method appear to have been drawn largely 
from young, energetic lawyers, bankers, and professors. The 
practice of popular demonstrations, followed by the ousting of 
Bucharest appointees, and the Installation of new officials by 
acclamation or election has also spread to southern Transylvania, 
the Banat, and other areas. 

Considering the absence of any strong Rumanian leftist 
political tradition, the entrenched position of the traditional 
Rumanian parties, the difficulties of transport and communica¬ 
tion, and the short time since the expulsion of the Germans, the 
leftist parties appeared to have developed remarkable strength 
throughout the area. The Ploughmen's Front (originally a local 

declassified 



leftist group of snail lnportanoa) has won about half of the 
•laotoral contests and acclamations in the Tillages. The 
Hungarian ltadoss party, which embraoea all leftist demooratlo 
elements of the local Hungarian population, is cooperating 
with the leftist Rumanian National Democratic Front. The more 
conservatiTe leader, Maniu, is losing ground steadily through¬ 
out the area, while his Rumanian Peasant Party, which is now 
said to include many former Iron Guardlsts, is held respons¬ 
ible for anti-Hungarian outrages. The conservative Liberal 
Party has concluded a temporary political truce with the left¬ 
ists pending instructions from Bucharest. 

The chief eoonomlo difficulty in the area is lack of 
transport, which has caused fuel and food shortages. The iso¬ 
lation of Transylvania from both Hungary and the remainder of 
Rumania has made it deficient in many commodities. 

In southern Transylvania the Jewish population has 
survived, but the larger Jewish population of northern Transyl¬ 
vania has been virtually destroyed.

S octet Ions here, but noat connontatora, a a well as nost private well- 
orujd Individuals are Inclined to fool tliat the offonaiv© will fall to 
aohiovo vitally Important etratoGlo objoctlvns. 

Tho offonslvo shows tliat Oomany dooo not 701 conaldor that she la 
completely licked. It also shows, aa I havo provloualy oucjoated, that the 
■orale In Germany, If ono can call fatalistic resignation morale, doos not 
havo much ©ffoot on ullltary operations. Oeruany in fighting as a cornorod 
be oat tliat sees no pobulblo alternative. The leprosaion is v/ldosproad and 
is c row ^ n C# oven-In anti-Nazi olrcloa, tliat gonoral conditions in Oamany 
would be worse after the collapse than during tho porlod of combat. Rooont 
pronouncements regarding Polish annexation plans In the Bast of Germany, 


and French economic designs on tho Rhineland and Ruhr havo liolpod to 
solidify this impression. The Goman soldiors at tho front probably con¬ 
sider that fchoy aro bettor off now than thoy will bo when they lay down 
thoir anas; tliat death is poeblbly preferable to tho futuro tliey seo in 
Oernany after thoy stop fighting. 

In effect, we havo succeeded in building up a dosporation caaplox 
in the German people, and wo cannot oxpeot any Internal oollapae except 
under tho pro3suro of Goman ullltary defeat or tho broakdown of transpor¬ 
tation and distribution of food, raw materials, and munitions. 

It is posslblo, of oeurao, that the Gorman Vohrmacht is consciously 
or unconsciously cctxiittin^ a *:ind of hara-kiri. Thoy nay havo realized 
that the Grindir^, defonaivo warfare to which they had been subjootod in 
the * oat would only moan tho gradual destruction of Go.many, Juat as 
Aoohon lias boon destroyed. The ./ohmaoht poaalbly doon not wish to bear 
tho responsibility for this destruction for futuro generations. It is 
poosiblo that thoy thorofore profor to make n last effort to transfer this 






destruction Into Belgium, Luxenbourc, «r*d Pranoa, even If they perish In 
the attempt. At loaat then they would not be responsible for tho destruction 
of Goman cltloo and of tho Indur.trial area of the Ruhr. If, aa a result 
of tlielr do spar a to raovo. they aro trapped, then the war nl$ht ond and so 1*3 
members of the v/ohxisaoht, at luaat, would have tlw lionorablo status of 
prlsonoro of war, ahloh they ni^ht ..ell prefer to roturnlnc to a Germany 
torn by civil war and possibly thrown Into ohaoa by tho broalfdov/n of trans¬ 
portation and produotlon, and ravaced by the millions of foreign laborora 
and prisoners, and by tlio dosporato boubod-out population. 

Such cons i loratlona may well havo influonoed the ..elimaoht in 
accept Inc and pooslbly ovon advocating this offenaivo novo. It also possibly 
fits In with tho plan of the loading Hauls. The lattor liaro always had 
the mistnkon viow that. If only they could ;*nke tho Anoricons and iinclish 
bleed sufficiently, we would bo roady for a ooiaproLiise peace. Tho liazlo 
aro also undoubtedly moot anxious to rooccupy aa nuoh of German-ooouoiod 
territory au possible in order to iaoto out puniahnont to any Gomans who 
nay have oolluboratod with our foroon of occupation and thus frighten 
Germans from any future collaboration in Ooman territory wo may occupy in 
tho future. Tha Oeman proas particularly utrooaos reports of ven;oanoo 
notod out to Gomans who !uivo oollabora od with tho Allies. Tho oaso of 
Joseph I’.euror, a railway nan tfio is alleged to have oscletod tho «lllou 
at a plaoo oalled ,/uerfolon and who was oondormod and oxeouted by Genaui 
"patriota" la headlined. The Kooinlsoho Zoltuni; also olalna that four 
I*j or jornas tors who collaborated with tho AHioa and a school-teacher from 
Aoohon wore llkewioo oxeoutod. The Hauls aro obviously l’oarful of tho offootc 
in Qermany of a Oeman anti-Nazi opposition appearing on Goman soil under 
Allied occupation and undoubtedly felt that a oountor-offonslvo would be 
ono of tho best no ana of dicoouraglnc people in tho future from engaging 
in ouoh collaboration.

MEMORANDUM FOR m PR23IDENT 


I believe that you will find of interest the fol¬ 
lowing report whioh we have just received from our represen¬ 
tative Mr. Bernard Yarrow: 


"1. Dr. Krnjevio, Secretary General of Croat 
Peasant Party now in London, sent yesterday menorandum 
to Churohill. Highlights are as follows: 

A. Negotiations dealing with future of the 
people of Yugoslavia have been held on too narrow 
basis to be able to promote the unity within Yugo¬ 
slavia. Deplores absenoe of legitimate representa¬ 
tion of Croat people during negotiations, especially 
sinoe Kosutio, Vice President of Croat Peasant Party 
has left Zagreb with powers to negotiate sane months 
ago and was free to attend conferences sinoe he is 
now located in the liberated territory of Yugoslavia. 
Stresses the undemooratio way in which the agree¬ 
ments were brought about whioh will oause much harm

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to the endeavours to bring nearer and oreate an 
atmosphere of mutual confidence among the peoples 
of Yugoslavia. 

B. General tendency to establish the National 
Liberation Movement as a totalitarian all-embracing 
movement. The oonsequenoe is that the Croat Peasant 
Party has been considered and dealt with by the 
National Liberation Movement as its arch enemy. The 
unscrupulous way in whioh Dr. Maoek has been attaoked 
by the leaders of the National Liberation Movemont 

at the time of the negotiations between Hubnsio and 
Tito. 

C. King of Yugoslavia has no right to accept 
the agreements concluded between President of the 
Royal Yugoslavia Government and the National Libera¬ 
tion Movement. Particularly he oannot do it if he 
wishes to be a constitutional monarch. He has no 
right to impose upon the peoples of his oountry 
monopolistic one-party rule. 3y his aoceptanoe of 
the agreements this rule would be legally established 
in Yugoslavia. No king has right to make suoh profound

constitutional ohanges in his country. They oan 
ba made only by the peoples themselves. 

D. It would be contrary to the established 
polioy of the United Nations regarding the organi¬ 
zation of liberated European countries if there 
were totalitarian one-party rule introduced into 
Yugoslavia. This polioy is to base the organiza¬ 
tion of the liberated countries on the froe ex¬ 
pressed popular will. In order to guarantee free 
elections, after the liberation thero have been, 
beginning with Franoe, in all liberated countries 
established governments of large national concen¬ 
trations embracing all political woups fran the 
extreme Left tothe extreme Right. Yugoslavia is 
the least suitable to be an exception to the general 
rule.
